SEOUL HOME STRUCK BY NORTH KOREAN BALLOON DEBRIS 
SK062326 Seoul Domestic Service in Korean 1000 GMT 8 Dec 81] 


[Text] A bundle of drycell batteries, believed to have been attached to a balloon 
launched southward by the North Korean puppets, fell through the roof and ceiling 
of a private house in Seoul and landed on the floor. Institutions concerned are 
investigating this incident. Reporter Kim Chong-yul of the metropolitan area desk 
has a report: 


A bundle of dry batteries truck the house of Kim Kwan-sik, 41, located at 6, No 3 
Hongje-dong, Sodaemun-ku, Seoul. The drycells are believed to have been attached 
to a balloon launched by the North Korean puppets. 


Kim and six members of his family were watching television in their living room at 
about 2130 when they euddenly heard a crashing sound coming from the family grand- 
mother’s room. 


[Begin recording of unidentified woman] We were watching television in the living 
room last night. It was a little after 2100 when we heard a crashing sound in 
grandmother's room and we went to investigate. The found something like a bunch 
of batteries on the floor and the room was filled with dust and debris. We could 
not even breathe. We found a hole in the ceiling. We were very surprised. [End 
recording] 


This bundle of batteries is 20 cm long, 14 cm wide and 5 cm high and weights about 
1 kg. It contains M silver-colored drycells, each 1.5 cm in diameter and 5 cm 
long, bound together with coal tar. A 4-meter-long string, resembling the lacing 
on sports shoes, was tied at one end of the bundle to the neck of a milk-colored 
rubber balloon. A piece of thick wrapping paper bearing the written slogan “Expel 
the U.S. imperialists,” about 15 cm long and 20 cm wide, was found attached to one 
side of the bundle. 


Police theorize that the bundle of batteries was used to blow up a time bomb placed 
in a large balloon containing propaganda materials which the North Korean puppets 
must have launched to take advantage of the northerly winds. 


Police appealed to the people to immediately report to nearby police stations or 
military units as soon as they find any sedition propaganda leaflets.

Invited to the forum were Guy Dupre, secretary general of the International Liaison 
Committee for the Independent and Peaceful Reunification of Korea, Robert Charvin, 
secretary general of the International Committee of Jurists for Democracy and Human 
Rights in South Korea, and Friedebert Kollmann, chairman of the Austrian Jurists

A magic lantern film showing the violation of human rights and the Kwangju popular 
uprising in South Korea was screened at the forun. 


The forum took place, divided into two committees. A debate was held at the 
committees on the violation of human rights aad the people's struggle against the 
military dictatorship in South Korea and the foreign forces military and economic 
interference in South Korea. 


After seeing the documentary film “The Kvangju Popular Uprising Against the Mili- 
tary Fascist Clique,” the participants discussed the results of the committee 
meetings and heard speeches of Guy Dupre, Robert Charvin and Friedebert Kollmann. 











They also saw round a photo exhibition on the Kwangju incident and exchanged views 
on the situation prevailing in South Korea, the question of Korean reunification, 
the danger of a new war in Korea and the question of preserving peace in Asia.

Human rights, freedca of association and freedom of activities should be ensured 
and peace be brought about in South Korea. 


The South Korean forum welcomes the proposal of French friends for forming an 
international tribunal to denounce the Chon Tu-hwan clique.

He 
said: In the past the U.S. missionaries supported Japan's invasion of our country 
though they knew full well that if foreign forces invade a country, it would lose 
an opportunity to make independent development.

The division of our country began when the United States bisected it into north and 
south with the 38th parallel, which had been a military and administrative 
boundary line of Japan, as a new military boundary line, after the defeat of

but were unfortunately subservient to a too exclusive and pro-American foreign 
policy and anti-communist policy and became a new cats-paw of foreign forces.

The United States of America where people of different races gathered and formed 
a unified state is the very one that keeps divided our nation which has one and 
the same language, history, culture and race.

Over the last 36 years the people in the south have all along languished under 

@ system of dictatorship, their basic human rights violated. For the existence of 
such an undemocratic system, the sacred cause of national reunification, the desire 
of the whole nation, has been delayed till today. Worse still, the present 
military dictatorship of Chon Tu-hwan is preparing even a nuclear war, which the 
outside forces support. 


Noting that after the publication of the 4 July North-South joint statement the 
direct military spendings of the south had augmented year after year to reach 

37 percent, or more than one-third of the total budgetary expenditure, while +e 
defence budget of the north had been on the decrease, he went on: As for the 
armed forces, the military strength of the south adds up to millions of men, the 
regular and reserved forces put together, who are armed with modern weapons 
supplied by the United States. Furthermore, tens of thousands of U.S. troops and 
hundreds of pieces of SAM missiles are deployed in the south. These facts indicate 
that the preparations for northward invasion, not southward invasion are being 
accelerated. Out nation should decisively reject internal and external forces 
carrying on such war preparations or creating a war atmosphere. 


Noting that the south is a society of darkness where the popular masses are 
sacrificed for the interests of a tiny handful ruling quarters under the domina- 
tion of outuide forces, a society, ruled by “laws” which cap hardly be called 
laws, he said: To stick to anti-communiss means cpposing reunification.

We must reflect on the fact that 
Christianity has been an ideal alliance of foreign forces and domestic ruling 
forces down through history. Christianity in the south should reflect on the

[Text] Pyongyang, 14 Dec (KCNA)--Chon Kum-chol, vice-chairman of the Committee 
for the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland [CPRF], made a keynote speech 
titled "Proposal for Founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo and 
National Task for its Realization" at the dialog between north and overseas 
Christians for national reunification held in Vienna, Austria. Those who are 
concerned for the destiny of the country have no objection to reunification, but 
it is the reality that they differ in their view and stand as to its concrete ways, 
he said, and continued: In seeking a way of reunification, we base ourselves on 
three principles. 


Firstly, reunification must be realised by the independent force of our nation, 
not in reliance on outside forces. 


Secondly, it must be achieved in a peaceful way, without recourse to armed forces. 


Thirdly, great national unity must be promoted in disregard of differences in 
ideology, system and religious belief. 


These principles formulated by the great leader President Kim Il-song were already 
clarified in the 4 July North-South joint statement and their validity has been 
recognised at home and abroad. 


A reunification proposal worked out on these principles is none other than the 
proposal for founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo. The key point 
of this proposal is to achieve national reunification by bringing the north and the 
south into a unified confederal state, leaving the two systems as they are. In 
other words, it is to accomplish the great historical task of nationai reunifica- 
tion through the establishment of a unified state of confederal form based on the 
two systems. 


After giving a detailed account of the 10-point program to be pursued by the 
unified state put forward by the respected leader President Kim Il-song, he said: 
The program of the unified state, by nature, most strictly abides by the principle 
of fairness, not inclined to the interests of any side of the north and the south, 
socialism and capitalism», proletariat and men of property, atheists and theists, 
or to any group. 
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Underlying the whole system and each point of the program is the idea of independence, 
democracy, peace and neutrality, the universal political idea of all people. 
Clear now are the road we must take and the goal we must attain, I think. 


For the accomplishme:c of the great historical task for the establishment of a 
confederal state, a great unity of the whole nation must be achieved. If the whole 
nation is to accomplish the reunification cause through unity, it must be rallied 
on the basis of national idea, transcending the differences in ideology and idea, 
system and religion. 


The struggle for reunification is a struggle between patriots and traitors, not 
by any means a struggle between communists and nationalists, still less a struggle 
between atheists and theists. 


The biggest obstacle to the realisation of national reunification through a great 
unity of the whole nation is anti-communism. Anti-communism is forced upon the 
people, always rerving the tiny ruling group in South Korea, which does not want 
reunification, a* its means of rule. Im our country, today, anti-communism is a 
big cancer serving for division and hindering reunification. 


The reunification of the country means achieving great alliance of the north and 
the south and it, in essence, means alliance with communism, Therefore, if reuni- 
fication is to be achieved, anti-communism must be rejected and alliance with 
communism be achieved. There is no other way. 


It is a common knowledge today that no question concerning the destiny of the nation 
can be solved with the communists of the north excluded. If the great unity of 

the nation is to be achieved, the repressive policy also must be removed together 
with anti-communisn. 


For reunification, not specific classes and those in power alone, but the entire 
patriotic forces must take part in it on a nation-wide scale and, for this purpose, 
a high degree of democracy must be displayed. Reunification without democracy is 
unthinkable. 


For reunification, we must destroy the military rule of Chon Tu-hwan and organise 
and mobilise all the patriotic forces at home and abroad to establish on its ruins 
a democratic patriotic regime desirous of democracy and reunification. If the great 
historical task of national reunification is to be fulfilled, a stage must be set 
for dialogue and multilateral contacts between patriotic-minded people be achieved. 


Needless to say, there would be no room for such murderer of fellow countrymen and 
splittist against reunification as Chon Tu-hwan at this sacred dialogue on the 
important affair of the nation.

CHON DEMANDS REFORM IN NATIONAL EDUCATION

[Text] President Chon Tu-hwan stressed yesterday the need for never-ending renova- 
tion of teachers to build their new image in the new era, calling for a drastic 
departure from the pattern of education which has so far given first priority to the 
acquisition of knowledge. "The purpose of educational reforms is not merely to ex- 
pand educational facilities. Its aim is to seek a change in the quality of education 
by carrying out the education of well-rounded persons," he said. 


The chief executive said that it was a weighty mission of the current generation to 
lead the younger generation to become honorable masters of an open society by broad- 
ening the scope of their vision and thinking. 


In his address during the national educator's convention at Chamsil Gymasium on 

the occasion of the 13th anniversary of the proclamation of the national education 
charter, the president said, "When we have achieved this end successfully, the new 
generation will be a great generation contributing more to the prosperity of mankind. 
Therefore, we are urged to pool our sincerity and wisdom necessary to realize edu- 
cational reforms withithe same mind as we have when we plant apple trees not only 
for today but for tomorrow," he went on. 


He demanded the establishment of morality among teachers whereby seriousness in 
study and morality would be maintained with exchanges of love and respect between 
teachers and students. "We must deeply recognize the point that mutual understand- 
ing and trust on a human basis are prerequisites to relations between teachers and 
pupils. Efforts should thus be exerted to build a consensus of personality between 
teachers and students," he said emphatically. 


He said that the relations between them should neither be converted into a means of 
catering to popularity nor be transformed into corrupt morality. "Education is the 
task of cultivating a main body for creation, renovation.as well as development. 
Accordingly, the success or failure of education is the key to the future of a 
nation,” he said, calling upon the educators to do their best to establish educa- 
tional authority and morality. 


The convention was attended by about 12,000 persons from various educational circles, 
including presidents of universities and colleges fromacross the country. First 
Lady Yi Sun-cha also took part in the meeting. 
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President Chon gave various national medals to 15 persons representing their institu- 
tions. A total of 3,735 people received national medals and presidential citation. 


The president, in his address, pledged that the government would make utmost efforts 

to improve both the environment and contents of national education with the financial 
financial sources to be provided by the adoption of an education tax system. "To 
develop the next generation as masters of the country devoted to creating a new his- 
tory of revival, we must give the education of well-rounded personalities with intel- 
ligence, virtue and physical strength,” he emphasized. He said that to meet the 
direction of the new era, a new wind and vigor should be injected into the education- 
al field. He said the people should reflect on whether some young people were roanm- 
ing about without sense of purpose, influenced by unhealthy elements in modern society.

In their questions after the briefing, National Assembly floor leader Yi Chong-chan 
and Representative Na Ung-pae called for “a firm stand by the government," citing 
the “unsteady forecast for 1982 economic growth" which was previously heatedly dis- 
cussed at a meeting of party lawmakers. 


In response to the remarks, Vice Premier Sin again said ambiguously: "The forecast 
for economic growth is supposed to be correct. However, a forecast is a forecast. 
Therefore, it could be 8 percent ot it could be lower. The DJP officials again 
criticized him, saying: "The government must not try to make excuses but give honest 
answers which can be trusted by the citizens." 


Pointing to the content of the government briefing which called for patient and 
austere living by all citizens and a change of the people's way of thinking, party 
chairman Yi Chae-hyong said: "The idea is verygood. However, prior to making 
such requests of the citizens, the government must set an example first." 


"For instance, in the past, when poor crops were a certainty, the government did 

not do anything. Then, belatedly, it hurried to import grains from abroad. Now, 

the government must abandon such an easy going attitude," Chairman Yi said. Accord- 
ing to a DJP official present at the briefing, Chairman Yi made "a bitter condemna- 
tion” while pointing out the ostentatious ceremonies and gatherings of various kinds 
which are still continuing andthe old-fashioned attitude of the government offi- 
cials who organize such things.

[Text] The National Assembly decided yesterday to increase the parliamentary dip- 
lomacy with the stress put on inviting foreign dignitaries rather than visiting 
overseas by its members.

Under this program, house speakers of 15 countries will be invited to visit Korea next 
year, an increase of nine over this year. 


Speaker Chong, who made an overseas trip once this year, will do so twice in the new 
year. 


This year, 166 foreign lawmakers were invited to Korea on 23 occasions. This will 
be increased to 30 occasions involving 180 legislators in 1982, according to the 
National Assembly. 


However, the overseas tours by National Assembly members next year will be in the 
neighborhood of this year's 22 times, involving 178 persons. To ensure equity, 
speakers will be invited from all parts of the world--four each from the Asian- 
Pacific zone, North-South America and Europe, and three from the African-Middle East 
region. Comparable numbers of other parliamentary representatives to be invited 

to Korea will also come from these regions. The National Assembly, however, did 
not mention the names of the countries involved. 


The assembly plans to invite a group of American legislators on the occasion of the 
centennial in the Korea-American relations next year. This invitation will be made 
in a separate progran. 


The “visiting diplomacy" will be made either by interparliamentary fraternities 
organized at the National Assembly or by house committees. 


The National Assembly said that the 1982 parliamentary diplomacy will be carried out 
to further tighten the existing bond of ties with foreign legislatures, cement the 
"base of support" for Korea in international conference and check North Korea's dip- 
lomatic offensive abroad.

CURRENT NATIONAL ASSEMBLY SESSION CRITICIZED

[Text] It is almost the end of the current session of the National Assembly. This 
was the first session of the new assembly and we have noticed there are many areas 

and problems which require refinement and improvement to fulfill its expected role. 
In general, however, we may admit that the fact there was a legislative session at 

all was significant, for it is usually vocal and put the government on its own toes 
for a while. 


This session began in October and, as this session is usually called the budget 
session, most of its time was spent on the deliberation of the government budget for 
FY 1982. As the session is almost over, the National Assembly is faced with some 
fifty or more laws to be enacted or revised. It is almost unforgiveable that the 
government has to submit all laws to be enacted at so late a stage of the session 
and the typical excuse is the necessity of intergovernmental clearance among these 
concerned. But the obvious reason for these delays is their scandalous tactics of 
waiting until the last possible minute so as to force the National Assembly to 
merely accept what the government has submitted. In the past, this practice made 
the National Assembly nothing but a rubber stamp. It is a shame that, with the 
noisy slogan of new politics and the establishment of an effective legislative organ, 
the bureaucratic leadership has resorted to its old and easy gimmick. Although they 
are supposed to lead a new era and new politics, these bureaucrats have not only 
remained old but have also clearly disrupted the National Assembly's formal proce- 
dures and discouraged its good intent to create a different atmosphere. 


Now what should the National Assembly do? The function of legislative deliberation 
should not be minimized, and if it becomes a matter of simple formalities we will 
face the danger of executive supremacy and bureaucratic dictatorship. The separation 
of powers of the government must be adequately maintained to bring about a stable 
government with the support of the general populace. In this respect each branch of 
the government is expected to respect the others’ distinctive roles, and I would 
like to see the National Assembly play its given role adequately. But to play its 
proper role satisfactorily it needs good cooperation from the other branches and 
also should be provided with adequate time, money and staff. All the necessary 
supportive elements are, it seems, completely lacking in the current session and it 
is hoped that some careful study will be made of rectifying all these problems. 
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Speaking of the necessity for adequate legislative deliberation for the enactment of 
laws and budgets, the operation of the current session has shown many problems which 
need solution. As usual most of this session had to deal with the national budget, 
but this has been too superficial and most of the members of the assembly were excluded 
from any meaninful inputs in this process. This happened because of the new Nation- 
al Assembly Act which provides that only the Budget and Audit Committee members are 
allowed budgetary deliberation. While the budget committee was in session other 
committee members cid not have much to do and they organized many field trips to 

fill up their time auring supposedly hectic assembly sessions. 


It am sure it would be most appropriate to extend the session of the National Assesbly 
and allow all the standing committees to make meaningful inputs into the deliberation 
process. Further, the Budget and Audit Committee should be divided into two separate 
committees, which should become new standing committees so that they can gain ex- 
pertise while members serve on them as on other standing committees. A so-called 
efficient assembly session does not necessarily assure the effectiveness of the 
assembly. We do not want our National Assembly simply to become efficient for the 
sake of and of keeping its busy time-table; rather we would like to see the assembly 
play its role effectively and establish a stronger political base within the govern- 
ment. 


Somehow we feel the legislative branch is closer to the people than the other two 
branches of the government, and when we have a viable and capable legislators we 
will feel a little more comfortable about the total process of our government 
operation. In the next session, we want to see a more effective National Assembly 
and for this many improvements will have to be made beforehand.

[Text) The human rights week that began yesterday takes on a special meaning here 
for the nation observes the annual occasion commemorating the anniversary of the 
universal declaration of human rights for the first timeunder the constitution of 
the fifth republic enacted to usher in a new political and social order. 


Reassuringly enough, Justice Minister Yi Chong-won noted in his human rights week 
message that the nation is taking off from the old negative and restrictive concept 
of human rights toward a positive approach calling for promotion of human rights for 
the very sake of national security. The chief law-enforcement officer viewed in- 
creased human rights essential to public peace and security. 


This is in line with the spirit and purport of our basic law which went a long way 
toward removing many constraints upon civil liberties and fundamental rights, while 
offering a significant boost to the legal protection and benefit to which the peo- 
ple are entitled in a democracy under rule of lav. 


Specifically, we may take note of a number of reforms undertaken in the new con- 
stitution. They include the revival of the judicials review of detention, pro- 
vision for assumption of innocence pending criminal conviction and the abolition 
of the guilt by association which had infringed upon besic civil rights and liber- 
ties. 


Our new legal system took a step further to establish and explicitly guarantee 
such modern aspects of human rights as the right to the pursuit of happiness, the 
right to optimum environmental quality and the right to receive adequate wage. 
These are significant departures from the old pattern of being preoccupied with 
mere absence of restraints of curtailments as voiced in the familiar expression, 
"freedom from” something. 


The powers that be assumed vast responsibility and obligation for providing the 
citizenry with opportunities of lifelong education and full protection of consumer 
rights. It is indicative of the broader interest of the government in enhancing 
the welfare and better quality of life far beyond granting liberties. 
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Thus, human rights have entrenched themselves as vital and positive elements in the 
structure of our law and order. At the same time, the former are the direct out- 
come of the latter. These two mutually reinforcing pillars would not stand without 
each other.

[Text] The nation has observed the 33d human rights week, ending today. This annual 
event coincides with the anniversary of the declaration of human rights by the United 
Nations, making a solemn pledge to abide by the lofty goal of respecting the basic 
rights of human beings more than anything else in contemporary society. 


We recall that the third General Assembly of the United Nations unanimously passed 
the declaration of human rights on December 10, 1948. It is construed that world 
nations then were probably keenly concerned about how to guarantee the fundamental 
rights of the human family, sobered by the wartime misery during World War II and 
thereafter. 


In conformity with the peace-seeking ideal of the world body, the manifest goal of 
assuing basic rights was directed to the entire «men family, beyond nationality, 
color and socio-economic status. 


Turning our eyes to our own society, we should reiterate that this annual function 
is much more than a mere slogan concerning our basic rights, needless to elaborate. 


In any fast-moving human society, this particular proposition which immediately af- 
fects human happiness and prosperity is constantly pursued based on ever-growing 
awareness of human rights within the context of given living conditions. 


Specifically, we should refer to the fact that people are becoming more and more 
critical of torture and compulsory confessions in dealing with criminal suspects, 
which have aroused major controversy in our society. 


Even though the incumbent constitution clearly bans such backward practices under- 
mining the basic rights of people, it is considered most deplorable for the invest- 
igative authorities to have given the impression that they are forced to rely on 
such inhumane methods of handling criminal suspects merely for expediency. 


Under the incessant pressure of public opinion based on the advanced concept of 
human rights among the people around us, however, it is all the more fortunate to 
discern that the police authorities seemingly intend to make concessions to what 
people really feel in this regard these days. 
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We should stress that human rights can hardly be dealt with in the dimension of 
efficiency and convenience in the course of managing investigative affairs or other 
things. 


In other words, nothing can be justified unless absolute respect for the basic rights 
of the people is guaranteed in view of the utmost concern over human rights in the 
contemporary age, patterned after advanced societies. 


On this occasion, we also call upon the related authorities to rearrange the legal 
provisions fully and faithfully in accordance with the constitutional spirit, so that 
the basic rights of the people will under no circumstances be infringed upon, run- 
ning against the true wishes of the people as reflected in their supreme law. 


We should admit that those in power can no longer justify high-handed disposal of 
matters concerning human rights by linking them to national security or order, for 
example, unlike in the old days. 


What we mean by national security or social stability itself is none other than the 
impending call for guaranteeing the fundamental rights of citizens, most understand- 
ably. 


We are once again reminded of this plain truth with respect to the most urgent human 
desire for a guarantee of people's inherent rights.

[Text] The government has come up with a finalized five-year formla for its inspec- 
tion and justice activity, designed to foster a scientific system for effective 
implementation of various social clean-up drives on a long-term basis. 


The anti-corruption program has been drawn up on special instructions from President 
Chon Tu-hwan who underlined the need for never-ending implementation of social puri- 
fication projects nationwide. 


This is also in conformity with the political philosophy of President Chon who has 
dwelt on building a just society devoid of corruption and malpractices. 


It is the first time since the birth of the republic that the government has drafted 
such a long-term anti-corruption program. The program calls, among other things, 
for measuring “degrees of integrity and purification” in all sectors of state and 
society including officialdom to establish a long- and short-term plan on a regular 
basis. 


The government's intention is considered a drastic turnabout from its previous poli- 
cies, which were focused on investigating cases involving irregularities and cor- 
ruption.

“nuclei parts" of society. This government idea is aimed at reducing possible side 
effects liable to occur in the course of implementing the nation's purification 
drives. 


The government will also carry out its anti-corruption projects flexibly, coping 
with changing social and economic conditions. This is interpreted as an expression 
of the government's intention to push the anti-corruption drives in a reasonable way. 


In particular, the government will put high emphasis on renovating administrative 
procedures in the interests of citizens and reforming the public consciousness next 


year. 





The major point of next year's project is a planned crackdown on various criminals 
and offenders troubling citizens’ lives. 


Next year's purificaticn projects also include extensive improvement of various ad- 


ministrative systems for civil petitions, personnel management, and the management 
of various materials used in the administration.

The two ministers also agreed to jointly train Korean technological workers who will 
emigrate to Australia. MacPhee promised that the Australian Government would in- 
form Seoul about the details of the project later. 


MacPhee, however, said there might be some difficulty in admitting short-term Korean 
workers and farmers because of domestic reasons. 


The Korean minister also visited the Australian minister of health, Michael MacKellar, 
later in the day, to discuss bilateral health-related affairs. They exchanged views 
on the Korean Government's plan to send students’ to Australia to study its medica) 
and social security institutions.

EASING OF GRADUATION QUOTA SYSTEM CONSIDERED

[Text] Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho said Saturday his ministry was considering 
implementing the graduation quota system for colleges in a less rigid manner, allow- 
ing individual schools to decide how to eliminate those in excess of graduation quotas. 
He made the remarks in an informal discussion with President of Seoul National Univer- 
sity Kwon E-hyok and President of Yonsei University An Se-Hui of wide-ranging mat- 
ters concerning education. 


The softening of the government stand on the implementation of the system was timed 
with mounting calls from professors and students to revise it. Yi made clear that 
schools, depending on their peculiar situations, might retain the surplus until 
graduation and less successful students in excess of graduation quotas would receive 
certificates proving their completion of the four-year course instead of diplomas. 


He further said there was no reason for the ministry to stick to the principle set 
earlier in connection with the implementation of the system as long as the system 
helped students devote themselves to academic pursuits. 


The earlier principle required the schools to eliminate 18 percent of the grad- 
uation quota after one year's attendance while prohibiting schools from allowing 
more than 10 percent of the quota to advance to the senior class. The minister said 
the number of those to be dropped each year and the way of eliminating them in ac- 
cordance with the system could be decided by the schools themselves. 


Under the graduation quota system which has been put into practice for those admitted 
this year, schools recruit their freshmen students 30 percent in excess of their 
respective graduation quotas and they are required to eliminate the surplus before 
graduation in order of academic records. 


Yi further revealed that those to be recruited in excess of graduation quotas could 
also be determined by the schools in the future depending on their respective capabi- 
lities to accommodate students. “It is the basic position of the ministry to change 
any minor details in accordance with the changing situation while keeping the basic 
principles," he said.

DJP FAVORS ABOLITION OF GRADUATE QUOTAS

[Text] The majority Democratic Justice Party plans to urge the government to do away 
with the quota system for university and college graduates. 


Rep Na Sok-ho, chairman of the policy deliberation committee of the party, said yes- 
terday it was neither reasonable nor constructive for each higher learning institu- 
tion to drop about 30 percent of its enrollments before graduation. 


It would also be a great hindrance to the formulation of a manpower supply program, 
he said. 


The party's stand was made public, timed with Education Minister Yi Kyu-ho's recent 
announcement that the ministry would not stick to the graduation quota system in a 
strict manner, but allow leeway in the operation of the quota systen. 


The minister said that his ministry was considering allowing each higher learning 
institution to issue certificates showing that the bearers had studied at the uni- 
versities to “slow” students instead of dropping them from graduation. Of course, 
they would be denied regular diplomas. 


Under the present graduation quota system colleges and universities can recruit 
students by 30 percent in excess of the authorized enrollment quotas. But they are 
obliged to pare down the excess students on the basis of study records before they 
graduate. 


The graduation quota system was put into force this year to ease the sharp competi- 
tion for university entrance and to produce sufficient numbers of educated persons. 


However, the program faces stiff complaints from universities since many students 
are preoccupied with earning good marks on examinations only rather than a desirable 
manner of studying. 


This will do only harm from a long-range view to education, according to university 
authorities. 


Rep Na cf the DJP said it was good that the Education Ministry planned to introduce 
flexibility in the operation of the rigid graduation quota systea. 
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However, he charged that the ministry's idea of using certificates instead of grad- 
uation diplomas for “slow” students should be dropped. He said it would be better 


to grant graduation diplomas to all students deserving them without being tied to 
the graduation quota systen.

[Excerpts] It seems that a breakthrough will be made in solving problems concerning 
students’ extracurricular activities. At a recent meeting of the chiefs of depart- 
ments of universities and colleges from all over the country, the Education Ministry 
promised to ease its policy for the campuses on matters concerning guidance of stud- 
ents. The Education Ministry has also issued a policy saying it will allow students 
to autonomously conduct extracurricular activities, including academic and ideologi- 
cal activities, unless these activities greatly disturb order on campus. This is 

a very encouraging step, reflecting an improvement in the situation. We appreciate 
this move because the Education Ministry authorities, by moving away from their make- 
shift and passive guidance for the students, have expressed a will to make positive 
efforts to correctly puide the students. In a sense, we believe this step represents 
a strong desire to improve the alienated and severed relations between students and 
professors and between students and the government authorities. 


Extra ‘cular activities are conducted by the students in accord with their own 
free \ » @ urgent demands. If the older generation unnecessarily meddles in 
extracurzicular activities and views them suspiciously without understanding then, 
the maintenaace of good relations with them will suffer because the older genera- 
tion's natural distrust of the students created by the generation gap will not only 
worsen, but also will unjustly prevent the younger generation from developing to 
assume responsibility for the future of the country. 


Unlike the past, students of the 1980's have developed into a group of intellec- 
tuals who have armed themselves with ideologies via extracurricular activities much 
different from those of the past. In light of this, we do not believe that the di- 
rection being taken by this sort of ideological extracurricular activity is desir- 
able. Yet, we do not think these extracurricular activities are dangerous. We do 
not want students to receive education to become men of ideology. At the same time, 
we expect that students will freely indulge in ideological meditation. 


We should not worry about what ideology students study and what books they read. 
We should not prevent them from doing so, but willingly create an atmosphere in 
which thoughtful students are encouraged to profoundly study ideologies.

[Text] Seoul, 8 Dec (YONHAP)-—-The Korean Government will aak.: known to the public 
a list of the properties of lawmakers and officials occupying ainister-level posts 
or above, as a prelude to the enforcement in 1983 of a public servants ethics lav. 


Testifying before the National Assembly Home Affairs Committee Monday, Government 
Administration Minister Kim Yong-hyu said that the disclosure of properties would be 
limited to senior officials such as ministers and lawaskers. 


Kim was responding to a question from Rep Pak Kwan-yon of the Democratic Korea Party 
about the rank of the officials to be required to register their properties with 
the government. 


Kim said that Supreme Court judges and four-star general would fall within this 
category, under the new law, which will be put into effect beginning January 1, 1983. 


The scope will be gradually expanded to include lower-ranking officials, and the 
government will set up a committee composed of members of the executive, legislative, 
and judiciary branches of government, some time in the second half of next year, to 
work out decrees designed to implement the law. 


Under the new law, the president, the prime ministers, all cabinet members, lav- 
makers, the chairman of the board of audit and inspection, Supreme Court justices, 
appellate court chiefs, four-star generals and the secretary~-general of the National 
Assembly will be among those whose properties will initially be aide known to the 


public. 


The government-drafted public servants ethics law, which was revised by the six- 
member subpanel of the home affairs committee, was passed unanimously in a meeting 
of the house panel Monday. 


The bill will be referred to a National Assembly plenary meeting, for formal ap- 
proval before the assembly adjourns December 19.

POLICE, TAX OFFICIALS DUE TO REGISTEK PROPERTIES

[Text] The number of government officials subject to property registration will be 
expanded to low tax officials and police officers, according to a negotiated ver- 
sion of the government-drafted "public officials’ ethics law" bill. 


Amended by the majority and minority campus in the subcommittee of the Home Affairs 
Committee of the National Assembly, the amended version provides that all tax and 
customs officials at and higher than subsection chief level will come under the 
category of property registration. 


In the original version, only those at and higher than section chief level among 
government officials were to have their property registered with the pertinent 
authorities as a means of helping stamp out irregularities and corruption in offi- 
cialdon. 


Pursuant to the new version, senior police superintendents will have to cegister 
their property with the pertinent authorities. In the original verrion, they were 
not to do it since the property registration was required only of surerintendent- 
generals in the original draft. 


The amended version also provides that the bill will be put into force beginning 
January 1, 1983 instead of January 1 next year. 


The amended version provides that the registered property be kept secret in prin- 
ciple. However, it can be made public if a need arises in accordance with a presi- 
dential decree that will be formulated later. 


Ethics committees will be established in the three branches of the government to 
handle the property registration business. 


The justice minister will have the right to investigate false registrations upon 
the request of the heads of government organizations, but the requests should be 
cleared by the relevant ethics committee. 


In case of an alleged false registration involving military personnel, the inves- 
tigation should start upon the request of the defense minister, according to the 
amended version. 
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Operation of the ethics committees is to be regulated by presidential decree. 


The Home Affairs Committee is to act on the negotiated ethics law bill on Monday 
for full parliamentary action during the current session of the National Assembly.

NATIONAL POLICE COMMENTS ON CURFEW

[Excerpts] The expected lifting of the four-hour curfew (from midnight till 3 a.m.) 
appears to be of great social and economic significance, but security authorities 
show a cautious attitude toward the move. 


Senior officials of the National Police Headquarters (NPH), noting the expected 
increase inproblems from the stand-point of security and the maintenance of peace 
and order, opined that the government should closely study when and how the current 
curfew should be removed. Whether to lift the curfew throughout the nation at the 
Same time or to remove it step by step is the most important matter, an official 
said. 


Selection of the so-called vulnerable regions where curfew will remain will also 
require careful consideration, they explained. 


The vulnerable areas, which are generally coastal and front line regions, in fact, 
include Seoul, Inchon, Mokpo, Pusan and other major cities, they pointed out. 


They also stressed that thorough security measures should be taken before lifting 
the curfew, predicting that it would be premature to remove the curfew on January 1 
next year. 


Legal ground for the nation-wide curfew was given when the minor offences punish- 
ment law was enacted in April, 1954. Article 1-43 provided police detention or 
fines for curfew violators. 


In the 1960's as the social order became stabilized, the government partially lifted 
the curfew in some areas. Cheju Island became a curfewless area on January 18, 1964, 
followed by the landlocked province of Chungchong-Pukto on March 1, 1965. 


Then such tourism areas as Kyongju, Tongnae, Haeundae, Onyang and Yusong were re- 
leased from the curfew system on May 5, 1966. 


The Cheju and Chungchong-Pukto authorities disclosed that they had faced no serious 
security and social problems since the curfew was lifted. 


Criminal offenses have shown a slight increasing trend, but the same tendency is 
seen in other provinces where curfew is imposed, they said, adding that the crime 
rate had nothing to do with curfew.

BACKGROUND FOR MOVES TO LIFT CURFEW DISCUSSED

[Text] The move to lift the 36-year-old curfew in 1982 shows the government's earn- 
estness “in the new era" to remove all causes of inconveniences to people in their 
daily lives. 


The “lift curfew" drive has been accelerated by the concerned cabinet ministries and 
some members of political circles ever since Seoul was chosen as the venue for the 
1988 Olympic Games in late September this year. 


Fundamentally, however, the issue has been well debated and dealt with by the 
government of the fifth republic which has pursued various “open” policies, includ- 
ing the liberalization of overseas trips, according to political observers. 


Article 9 of the constitution stipulates that "all citizens shall be assured of 
human dignity and have the right to pursue happiness. It shall be the duty of the 
state to confirm and guarantee the fundamental and inviolable human rights of in- 
dividuals.” 


In connection with "the right to pursue happiness," lifting the present midnight- 
4 a.m. curfew has been actively discussed since the constitution was revised in 
October 1980. 


The move to lift the curfew by the government and the major political parties will 
bring about drastic changes in the life of the people, particularly in their eco- 
nomic and social life, the observers predicted. 


At the same time, it will help renew the Republic of Korea's image in the world 
society. 


They observe that the government's move shows its confidence in the political and 
social stability of the country for which it has exerted every effort since the 
October 26 incident in 1979. 


The lifting of curfew also signifies the republic's superiority to North Korea in the 
defense capability, the observers view. 
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The curfew was first implemented in the Seoul and Inchon areas on September 7, 1945, 
some three weeks after the national liberation from the Japanese colonial rule, in 
accordance with a decree of the U.S. military administration. 


However, the curfew was lifted from Cheju Island on January 18, 1964, and in Chung- 
chong-Pukto on March 1, 1965. 


Curfew-free areas have marked no major problems in security and social stability. 
On the contrary, it sas helped residents there promote their economic lifes. 


The curfew in the rest of the country has been lifted generally on the New Year's 
Day and some national holidary. The lifting of curfew requires no major legal pro- 
cedures, except in approval by the cabinet. 


The present curfew is based on clause 43 of article one of the misdemeanor punish- 
ment law, which empowers the minister of home affairs to impose curfew in time of 
war, natural calamity or potential social disruption, and subjugate violators to 
physical detention or fine. 


Legal experts, however, point out that the stipulation runs counter to the spirit 
of clause one of article 35 of the constitution which says freedoms and rights of 
citizens shall not be neglected on grounds that they are not enumerated. 


Many people also agree that curfew has caused such inconvenience in the daily lives 
of the citizens. People are not allowed out from midnight to 4 a.m. Curfew brings 
about a four hours’ hiatus in the otherwise uninterrupted stream of economic acti- 
vities every day. It also serves as a road block to a smooth allurement of foreign 
tourists. 


All the vehicles race desperately toward their destinations toward midnight when 
curfew is imposed, triggering a number of traffic accidents. 


A dramatic turnaround came early last month, when a Baden-Baden meeting chose Seoul 
as the venue for the 1968 Olympic Games. 


Since then a possible removal of the curfew order has been persistently talked sbout, 
with pertinent government officials assuring from time to tim appropriate action 
at a favorable time well ahead of the world sports event. 


Moreover, the second minority Korea National Party (KNP) added to the momentum for 
a possible retraction of curfew late last month by initiating a motion for its 
abolition. 


The KNP, recalling the partial removal of curfew has brought about no serious 
problems, demanded curfew be lifted throughout the country except vulnerable areas, 
effective January 1 next year.

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Amid this mounting call for the abrogation of curfew, the government and the DJP 
have agreed to lift curfew in order to serve more interests of the people in the 
new era and to make effective preparations for the 1988 world sports festival. 


The government and the DJP seem to be convinced that the removal of curfew will not 
endanger the national security and social stability. 


DJP floor leader said Thursday that the majority party came to propose a joint ini- 
tiation of a motion for the removal of curfew, because it should be lifted before 
1988 Olympics and the partial removal has caused no grave problems. 


The majority floor leader, in the meantime, stressed the need for an augmented 
security following the removal of curfew. 


In this connection, pertinent authorities have studied way of strengthening the 
police force and equipment, sources said. 


As the removal of curfew will have far-reaching effects on all spheres of people's 
lives, all the people are asked to render positive cooperation, the observers said.

The Turkish leader also expressed the hope that 
the two countries would expand their cooperation to include the economic field, 
based on traditional friendly relations. Earlier in the day, the Korean emissary 
also had talks with Prime Minister Bulent Ulusu and Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Ilhan Oztrak, during which pledges for closer cooperation in various fields 
were exchanged.

The new 
policy also calls for the revising of the inheritance tax law in order to strengthen 
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daughters’ legal heirship because the current law, giving sons priority against 
daughters in inheriting their father's properties, is considered as a factor in 
helping increase the country's population. The government is to launch actively 
the long-standing “stop at two" family planning campaign across the country, govern- 
ment officials said. South Korea's total population topped 38 millions and its 
population density was 385 persons per one square kilometer, placing South Korea 
third in the globe's population density ranking, according to a population census 
conducted by the government in 1980.

COLLEGE SUPPORTED STUDENT ACTIVITIES--The Ministry of Education yesterday instructed 
universities and colleges in the country not to suspend or discontinue classes 

for minor disturbances caused by some students. The instruction was delivered at 

a meeting of deans of student affairs of the nation's universities, which was held 
at Chungnam University in Taejon Wednesday and yesterday to decide policies for 
student guidance for next year. The ministry ordered them that school authorities 
avoid direct interference in the activities of students’ defense corps and encourage 
it to be operated by voluntary participation of students. The ministry pointed out 
that hobbies or recreation activities have been overly emphasized for student circles 
under the corps. This tendency caused some students to avoid the group activities 
and to formulate illicit circles instead, it said. Therefore, the ministry said, 
school authorities are expected to legalize and support the illicit circles to such 
an extent that the order of schools and the country will not be destroyed. Comment- 
ing on the “graduation quota system,” it said the universities and colleges can 
voluntarily decide when and how many students will be dropped.

DEFENSE OF SOCIAL INTERESTS--Chief Justice Yu Tae-hung yesterday appealed to the na- 
tion's judges that they should make concerted efforts in exercising judicial power 
in an appropriate and effective manner. In a speech delivered ct a meeting of 53 
senior judges from across the country yesterday, Yu further said that judges should 
work harder to meet the people's growing demand for better legal service. He called 
for judges to make the best use of some newly-enacted court regulations under which 
Sstate-appointed judges are required to defend the interest of their clients more 
positively. Noting that as many as 8.9 million litigations have been filed with 
the courts between January and November this year, Yu said that red tape involving 
overall legal procedures should be eliminated for the convenience of the people. 

The nation’s courts handled a total of 8.3 million legal cases last year, he said. 
The chief justice also called for all court personnel as well as judges to avoid 
using difficult legal terms and use layman's language instead as much as they can. 
A total of 53 senior judges, including 12 Supreme Court justices, attended the meet- 
ing which was held at the Supreme Court converence room early yesterday. Eleven of 
the participating judges met with President Chon Tu-hwan at Chongwadae later in the 
day, a spokesman for the Office of Court Administration said.

SUPREME COURT ON TRIAL DECORUM--Seoul, 12 Dec (YONHAP)--The Korean Supreme Court has 
finalized a set of rules which provide for legal custody of up to 20 days or a maxi- 
mum fine of one million won (about 1,449 U.S. dollars) for disorderly conduct by 
those undergoing trial, court sources said Saturday. The rules, which will come 
into force January 1, 1982, are designed to uphold the authority of the courts and 
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ensure the smooth conduct of legal proceeding. They will apply to all defendants, 
plaintiffs, witnesses and observers attending civil, criminal, administrative and 
family trials, at the nation’s courts. The rules make punishable disobedience to 
judges during trials, impeding of legal proceedings with emotional outbursts such as 
yelling and shouting, and downgrading of the authority of the courts. The rules will 
be enforced by the courts conducting the trials, but those who disagree with the 
courts’ verdicts on their misconduct will be entitled to appeal to higher courts.

EDUCATION TAX FUNDS BILL-—-The Democratic Korea Party (DKP) plans to ask the govern- 
ment to use some of the newly-introduced education tax money to be collected for 
five years from next year as a scholarship fund to help superior students from poor 
families.

After reserving the fund for five years, a fund 
management committee to be headed by the education minister would give scholarships 
to the students with profits from the reserved fund starting 1987, according to the 
party.

PRESS LAW REVISION BILL--The Democratic Korea Party introduced yesterday an amend- 
ment bill to the basic law on press aimed at, among other things, making subject o 
court trials the culture-information minister's orders for the revocation of the 
registration of periodicals. The amendment affecting six articles provides that 
branch offices of foreign periodicals operating here will face closedown if the 
media carry articles damaging the prestige of the state “severely” and “repeatedly.” 
This means that the offices will not face closure if their periodicals simply carry 
articles detrimental to the prestige of the state. Under the amendment, the pre- 
condition for the repeal of the periodicals’ registration is narrowed down to cases 
in which they are found to be acting contrary to their registered purpose. Under 
the present law, they are liable to the same fate if they carry articles against the 
public duty “severely” and “repeatedly.” As to the right to government information, 
the amendment crosses out a clause which empowers the government to deny the supply 
of requested information if it will obstruct the normal performance of administra- 
tion work. The amendment provides that reporters need not reveal news sources to 
protect them if the articles do not constitute crimes warranting more than one-year 
jail terms. In the present law, reporters are denied the right to remain silent

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS PROPERTY REGISTRATION--Seoul, 4 Now (YONHAP)--The National 
Assembly plans to enact a law requiring all civil servants to register their prop- 
erties, sources at the assembly's Home Affairs Committee said Wednesday.

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GNP GROWTH RATE ANALYZED

[Article by Pyon Sang-kun, reporter: “Major Factor for Favorable GNP Rise, 
Crude Oil Saved Us") 


[Summary] Economic indicators for a growth rate, prices, and the balance of 
payments have registered marked improvement far more than expected early this 
year. An annual economic growth rate this year was originally projected at 
between 5 and 5 percent. [as published] But it is now projected at between 
7 and 8 percent. 


An average price rise this year, originally projected to be between 20 and 25 
percent, is now certain to be held down to a level of 17 percent. Deficits in 
the nation's balance of payments, originally projected at $5.5 billion, are 
likely to be reduced by $500 million to $5 billion. Even those authorities 
concerned seem to have been amazed at such an unexpected improvement in actual 
economic performance. 


Crude oil prices were the crucial factor which largely served to bring about the 
economic upturn. The government at first estimated the annual rise in crude oil 
prices roughly at 15 percent. But the world crude prices remained virtually 
stable. 


Second, the relative stability of wages is considered to have contributed greatly 
to economic stabilization. This year, wages have risen by 17 to 18 percent on 
the whole. The economic situation might have been different if wages had been 
raised by more than 25 percent. In other words, sacrifices made by workers have 
been a great help. 


The agricultural sector was the driving force which has pushed the growth rate 
sharply upwards. In Korea, agricultural production shares 20 percent of GNP, 
mining and manufacturing 30 percent, and social overhead capital and other serv- 
ices 50 percent. Due to a bad crop last year,the ratio of agricultural preduc- 
tion to GNP had dropped to 16.9 percent. 


This year, agricultural production has increased by about 25 percent as compared 
with last year’s bad crop. The agricultural sector has taken 5 percent in the 
projected overall economic growth rate of between 7 and 8 percent. This means 
that this year's economic growth has been largely led by agricultural production. 
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A growth rate of 7-8 percent is relatively high. It must be taken into account 
that last year, the growth rate was minus 5.7 percent, according to preliminary 
computation by the Bank of Korea. The final rate is understood to have been 
even lower than that. 


For business recovery, economic activities in manufacturing and mining should 
be brisk. Im these fields, however, the actual growth rates this year are 
projected barely at 1 and 2 percent, respectively. 


Economic Planning Board officials say that an overall economic growth rate ought 
to be about 15 percent, in order to make business recovery felt widely among the 
general public. At least, it should rise 12 percent this year if the nation is 
to regain the 1979 level of national income. 


In the balance of payments, the nation benefited such from the stable prices of 
imported raw materials. As of the end of October, exports have grown 25 percent 
at a steady pace, but imports stood at an increase of 16.6 percent. In the case 
of imports, more than 70 percent are capital goods; and such imports should rise 
if business is to take a favorable turn. 


In October, a balance in the current account remained in the black for the 

first time this year. The slow increase in imports are attributable to the 
decrease in demand as well as the fact that gross amount of imports has decreased 
relatively since unit import prices have decreased. During the third quarter 

of this year, imports have grown 17.6 percent in quantity, but unit import prices 
have risen only 2.2 percent. 


As of the end of October, the total amount of interest payments reached $2,830 
million, an increase of 43 percent from the same period of last year. The 
monthly amount of interest payments has decreased from the peak of $330 million 
in September to $241 million in October. 


Last year, price rose 44 percent, of which one-third is ascribable to the up- 
ward move of the Won-Dollar exchange rate. This year, the exchange rate has 
risen only 5 percent. As of the end of October, wholesale prices have risen 
12.5 percent and consumer prices 13.7 percent. 


Assuming that prices for petroleum products and electric rates are raised by 
5S or 6 percent, respectively, they are expected to affect wholesale prices by 
0.9 percent and 0.3 percent, respectively. 


So far, the real value of salaries and wages has rather decreased in spite of 
continued wage increases because of the fast rise in prices. Should the salary 
and wage rates be raised between 17 and 18 percent on the average, the wage 
earners may escape that “virtual decrease in wages” resulting from the price 
rise. But a domestic price rise of 17 or 18 percent is too high.

[Text] While our domestic auto industry is drifting aimlessly, Hyundai [Hyondae] 
Automobile Co proposed an unexpected plan. 


Hyundai attracted attention by proposing a large scale project in spite of the 
fact that industry has been suffering from repeated mistakes in selecting the 
type of autos, mergers and closings following investment readjustments, and from 
the unitarization of specialized autos [chonmin ch'ajong tanilhwa--government 
imposed specialization and monopoly on the tyr: ' @utos--passenger cars, light 
and heavy trucks, etc--manufactured by each makry | 


The plan is to import technology and carry out a joint venture, which is known 
to have been submitted by Hyundai to the government. It is an epoch-making and 
unexpected one. It is unexpected because Hyundai, which has committed itself to 
the development of an independent, Korean-designed car, has suddenly announced a 
joint venture with Mitsubishi of Japan. 


Pony passenger cars currently manufactured by Hyundai are valued as a unique 
Korean-designed model. 


In policy confrontations, with Kia and Saehan automakers, who were once rivals, 
Pony always won because it was a domestically developed car. 


Hyundai now plans to set Pony aside, and manufacture a Japanese car for sale in 
domestic and overseas markets. According to the plan made public, Hyundai, with 
Mitsubishi of Japan, will build a large factory in Ulsan with an annual capacity 
of 300,000 cars. Construction of the factory will begin next year, and will be 
completed by 1985. The car that will be produced from 1985 will be equipped with 
an engine of approximately the same quantity of exhaust emission as the one in 
Pony, front-wheel drive, and will be a fuel-efficient model. 


The specifications of the car as described in the plan are better than those of 


Pony in many ways. The car is expected to be more competitive in the international 


market. 


Hyundai explains that their plan to produce Mitsubishi cars is to conform to the 
auto industry growth objectives set by the government for the fifth five-year plan 
and to greatly enhance the reputation of Korean cars worldwide. 
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However, the construction of a large scale plant with an annual capacity of 300,000 
cars requires enormous capital. Hyundai plans to invest 121.1 billion won of 
internal funds along with $394 million of foreign capital, a total of 396.9 billion 
won, on a 300,000-p'yong [1 p'yong = 3.24 m¢] site in Ulsan. 


The capital will be raised jointly by Hyundai and Mitsubishi, and the latter will 
be allowed to invest up to 10 percent of the capital. 


When the joint-venture plant is completed in 1985, Hyundai will become a large 
automaker with an annual production of 400,000 cars, including the existing 
facilities for Pony. 


The automaker is expected to march into the world market on a grand scale with 
increased international competitiveness through cost reductions from mass 
production. 


Hyundai aims to export 100,000 to 150,000 cars from the 300,000 produced annually. 
There are, however, many parts of this ambitious plan that must be carefully 
examined and reviewed. 


It is necessary to have an analysis by specialists on whether it is wise to risk 
a new, large scale investment without being able to raise the efficiency of 
existing investment, particularly in view of the current trends of the world 
market for automobilies. 


Also, one should consider whether the choice of a Japanese car will be welcome or 
not in the American and European market that Hyundai must explore in the future. 


There is no problem with the reputation of the Mitsubishi brand name nor in the 
reliability of their cars. 


But, Japanese cars are hated and shunned in the U.S. and European markets. 


It is well known that Japanese cars, which not only chased Ford and Chrysler out 
but also push them to the brink of bankruptcy, have become the target of 
criticism by U.S. and European automakers. 


Foreign buyers are likely to get the impression that Koreans are trying to sell 
Japanese cars that became inconvenient for the Japanese to sell themselves. 


We recall that Korean [color TV] manufacturers were criticised for dumping on 
behalf of Japanese makers when Japanese color TV sets were rejected in the U.S. 
for dumping and disrupting the market. 


We concluded that the joint venture with Mitsubishi must be carefully examined 
with emphasis on worldwide marketability. 


We also note that the conditions [price] for technology import are very high, as 
the Mitsubishi brand is well-known internationally. 


According to the plan, Hyundai will pay a royalty of $42 per car during the 7 
years of joint venture. 





It is unavoidable to import advanced technology at high prices. We also expect 
that the advanced technology will be digested and absorbed into our technology 
quickly by absorbing imported technology as best as we can while we pay the 
royaity. We are also confident that the joint venture with Mitsubishi will 
provide a decisive opportunity to improve fuel efficiency, safety, and reduction 
of the production cost through mass production. 


How to coordinate the joint venture between Hyundai and Mitsubishi with regard to 
the still pending joint project between Saehan and GM of the U.S. remains an 
important policy question. 


So far, the cars made by famous makers of the U.S., Japan, and Italy did not 
succeed in Korea. It will not be easy to choose between U.S. and Japanese cars 
to be manufactured again. 


It is urgent that this time the choice be a final one, not be be changed again. 
Also, the investment should not be readjusted. 


We can find an important significance in the joint plan of Hyundai and Mitsubishi 
because of the ever increasing private ownership of cars. 


According to a government plan, there wili be 1,220,000 passenger cars domestically 
and 80,000 cars exported by 1986. 


To fulfill these policy objectives, a large plant with an annual production of 
300,000 cars must be built. It is urgent to adopt a policy that will provide 
new vigor to an industry that operates below 50 percent capacity and at the same 
time insists on a unique Korean-designed model that has a low marketability in 
the world.

TOUGH CANADIAN POLICY TO AFFECT ROK SHIPBUILDERS

[Text] Toronto, 9 Dec (YONHAP)--South Korea's long-term prospects for breaking into 
Capeda's shipping market appear to be dimming as Canadian shipbuilders step up ef- 
forts to curb foreign competition. 


The Canadian shipbuilding and ship repairing association Tuesday issued a state- 
ment, pressing the Ottawa government for measures to discourage foreign shipbuilders 
from penetrating further into Canada's shipping market. 


Henry Welsh, the association president, called on the government to formulate a policy 
aimed at fostering the domestic shipbuilding industry "so South Korea, Japan or 


European nations will not build ships and offshore drilling rigs for Canada," ac- 
cording to the Canadian press, a major wire service here. 


He specifically calledon the government to impose tougher duties on imported ships, 
te ban the importing of used vessels, and to formulate a policy that would require 
Arctic vessels for resource exploration and transportation to be built in Canada. 


Welsh's call followed Monday's report that Dome Petroleum Ltd. of Canada has recent- 
ly decided to go ahead with its earlier plan to build an East Coast shipyard at 

the cost of 350 million Canadian dollars to supply the vessels, rigs, and barges 
needed for the development and transportation of its huge Beaufort sea oil and gas 
reserves. 


Dome, which has been the major oil explorer in the central Beaufort basin, believed 
to contain several billion barrels of oil, says that it is willing to risk a short- 
term financial deficit in building the proposed shipyard, despite the fact that it 
would be cheaper and easier to get the ships from Jajan or South Korea, because it 
puts national considerations first. 


Dome is known to need more than 100 ships including '5,200,000-ton icebreaker-tankers, 
costing about 330-million dollars each, rig, and barges in order to develop and 
transport its Arctic oil and gas reserves. 


The Souch Korean Shipbuilding Industry, with its four million-metric ton capacity, 
has begun to look to the Canadian shipping mar).et for new orders, particularly non- 
vessel orders, to take up the slack, stemming from the continuing slump in world 
shipbuilding.

GOVERNMENT TO SUPPORT HANDICRAFT INDUSTRIES

[Text] Seoul, 16 Dec (YONHAP)--The Korean Government has decided to extend financial 
aid to the handicraft industries to improve and increase the production of ceramics 
and other types of folk art, as a promising source of revenues during the 1986 Asian 
Games and the 1988 Olympic Games in Seoul. 


Under a handicraft industry promoting program released Wednesday by the Commerce- 
Industry Ministry, the government will lend five billion won (some 7.2 million U.S. 
dollars) to 200 handicraft manufacturers next year for the production of ceramics, 
Buddhist images and 50 other typically Korean artifacts by 1983. 


The 50 objects include folk musical instruments, folk costumes, bows and arrows, 
metalware, stone ware, brass ware, imitations of ancient gold crowns, lacquerware 
inlaid with mother-of-pearl, and products made of dried sedge, grass and twigs. 


The long-term, low-interest loans will be mainly used for the modernization of pro- 
duction facilities and quality improvement, ministry officials said. 


The ministry will also set aside 500 million won (one U.S. dollar is worth about 
695 won) from the medium business promotion fund next year, to help finance the 
development of model folk artifacts to be made on an experimental basis. 


A special committee, consisting of scholars and experts, will be set up to develop 
model designs, according to the program. 


A large folk artifacts sales center will be opened in January next year to sell 
quality products to foreign tourists at lower prices. Only artifacts which pass 
the quality tests will be displayed at the center. 


Other highlights of the program include comparative studies of folk artifacts manu- 


factured especially by Southeast Asian countries, and cities where the Olympic Games 
were held in the past.

LOAN, INSURANCE FIRMS TO FIX OWN INTEREST RATES

[Text] Secondary banking institutions including insurance firms and shortterm \ 
financing houses will be entitled to readjust interest rates on their own by the 
end of 1986 and commercial banks will follow suit later. 


The government will not get loans from the central bank (Bank of Korea) beginning 
in 1983 and, if deemed necessary will issue bonds and treasury notes to cover its 
financial deficits. 


During the 1982-86 period, the nation's savings are expected to increase at an annual 
rate of 27.4 percent to 61,561 billion won at current-account prices in accordance 
with the policy of making domestic funds available as much as possible to meet the 
need for economic development. 


The secondary banking circles and the capital market will be “significantly expanded” 
to help domestic companies get 55.8 percent of their combined total fund needs dur- 
ing the coming five years. 


During the same period, the nation's foreign exchange holdings are expected to in- 
crease by $800 million a year to $11 billion at the end of 1986 from $7 billion 
expected by the end of this year. 


The government policy and predictions were disclosed yesterday by the Finance Min- 
istry in its report on the “Detailed Performance Program in the Monetary-Finance 
Sector” during the Fifth Five-Year Socio-Economic Development Plan (1982-1986). 


The ministry accented economic stabilization through sound monetary management pro- 
tection of the international balance of payments, maintaining pertinent government 
revenues, fair taxation and promotion of the banking business. 


The government will keep the annual growth of the total money supply at 22 percent 
and that of the money supply at 18 percent during the five-year period. 


To help promote sound financing, the government will not depend on borrowings from 
the Bank of Korea starting in 1983 to make up for its budget deficits. 
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According to the ministry, the borrowings stood at 1,377 billion won last year. The 
figure is expected to rise to 2,056 billion won at the year's end and to 2,407 bil- 
lion won next year. 


Under the government program to manage private credit elastically, the current- 
account deficit will be reduced to $3,600 million in 1986 from $5,100 million. And 
net foreign assets (NFA) are also decreasing to $300 million in 1986 from $1,700 
million. 


To meet the prime policy of adjusting interest rates to realistic levels on a grad- 
ual basis, the first-phase plan calls for self-control of interest rates on call 
loans and commercial papers. Self-regulation of interest rates by secondary bank- 
ing institutions is projected by the end of 1986 and the third and last stage calls 
for allowing commercial banks to set their interest rates on their own. 


On the planned “epochmaking savings increase," the government set the total invest- 
ment rate at 31.6 percent of the Gross National Product (GNP) to achieve an eco- 
nomic growth rate of 7.6 percent during the five years. 


Domestic savings recorded an annual average increase of 23.9 percent during the 
Fourth Five-Year Plan (1977-1981). The rate is projected at 27.4 percent during 
the next five years. 


The rate of savings from abroad will grow to 4.2 percent during the five-year period, 
compared with 6.1 percent registered during the previous five years. 


The sum of foreign money the nation is required to secure is likely to total 
$46,500 million--$37,500 million on a long-term basis and $9,000 million on a short- 
term basis. 


With rational management of foreign debts, the foreign debt servicing ration will 
drop from 13.9 percent this year to 11.1 percent in 1986. 


The ministry-prepared tally shows that the principal of foreign loans will increase 


from $3,800 million this vear to $7,570 million in 1996 and that the current-account 
earnings will soar to $68 billion in 1986 from $27,400 million in 1981.

IMPROVED BALANCE OF PAYMENTS STRESSED--Seoul, 27 Now (YONHAP)--A ranking South Korean 
Government official said Friday that major economic policies for the next five years 
would be implemented with a view to improving the country's international payments 
position and overall industrial competitiveness to the fullest possible extent. 
Briefing private business leaders on the country's Fifth Five-Year Economic and 
Social Development Plan (1982-1986), at a meeting sponsored by the Federation of 
Korean Industries, Commerce-Industry Minister So Sok-chun emphasized the need for 

a significant development to improve the balance of international payments. Enter- 
prises should combine efforts to strengthen their competitiveness at overseas mar- 
kets through productivity improvement, So said. He pledged the government's sup- 
port of such endeavors by making commodity prices, interest rates, and wage inter- 
nationally competitive. So acknowledged the declining arrivals of export letters 

of credit, the reduced operation rates andthe acute fund shortages facing private 
enterprises, but clearly refused to resort to short-term pump-primming measures to 
envigorate business activities, because the government zives utmost priority to 
price stabilization.

DOMESTIC VEHICLES SALES RECOVER--Seoul, 5 Nov (YONHAP)--The performance of auto- 
mobile sales in South Korea, after struggling through a tunnel of sluggishness, 

has finally emerged into the light, it was learned Thursday. ‘According tc business 
sources, the domestic sales of automobiles amounted to 8,784 vehicles in October-- 
1,104 vehicles (14.4 percent) more than sales for the same month last year--of 
which passenger cars accounted for 4,020, buses 862, trucks 3,582 and specially- 
equipped vehicles 282. Thus, the domestic sales of automobiles totaled 86,699 
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vehicles as of the end of October this year, slightly higher than the comparable 
number of 86,560 a year earlier. Of the January-October total, passenger cars ac- 
counted for 41,635 (a 8.1-percent increase over sales for the corresponding period 
last year), buses for 9,927 (up 9.9 percent), specially-equipped vehicles for 2,773 
(up 25.5 percent), and trucks for industrial use for 32,364 (down 12.5 percent).

MERGER IN AUTO INDUSTRY--Kia Industry and Tonga Motors formally entered into a 
merger agreement on Dec. 1, under which a new company will be incorporated 
through their merger.

COLOR TV EXPORT--With the U.S. import quota for color TV sets expected to be 
scrapped in July next year, it is anticipated that local color TV manufacturers 
will engage in cut-throat competition with each other for the export of their 
products to the U.S., according to the Korea Electronic Ind. Cooperative on 
Nov. 27. This is particularly so because some local TV makers other than those 
large-scale producers as the Gold Star Co., the Samsung Electronics Co., the 
Taihan Electric Wire Co., and the Anam Electric Ind. Co. will begin shipment 
of their goods to the U.S. next year. The Cooperative has said that it will 
work out a series of self-regulatory measures to establish export order in the 
future, while adopting a check price system for the export of color TV sets to 
the U.S. It has been learned that the U.S. consumption of color TV sets is set 
at a total of 11.5 million for this year, of which some 2 million sets will be 
imported. It is estimated that some 1 million color TV sets will be imported 
from Japan and the rest from Korea and Taiwan.

TEXTILE INDUSTRY--The nation's textile business circles have tentatively set 

next year's export goal of textile products at some $7 billion. To attain this 
target, the business circles have decided to work out a series of comprehensive 
measures for the sustained development of the nation's textile industry. High- 
lighted in the measures are the expansion and modernization of facilities, the 
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procurement of raw materials on a stable basis and the introduction of advanced 
technology for the qualitative improvement of textile goods, as well as the pro- 
motion of research and development, strengthening of information-gathering activ- 
ities, and the positive exploration and diversification of export markets over- 
seas.

The business circles plan to expand synthetic fiber and 
spinning & weaving facilities with a daily production capacity of 66.5 tons and 
76,500 spindles, respectively. In addition, the business circles have decided 
to hold a textile machinery exhibition on May 6-11 mext year and to take part 

in a U.S. Atme textile machinery display slated for next September. To secure 
the stable supply of raw materials, the related business circles intend to 
facilitate joint venture projects with Indonesia and Mexico. In addition, some 
$600 million will be provided for industries concerned to import raw cotton, the 
related business circles added.

CALL FOR ‘BELT-TIGHTENING'--Seoul, 15 Dec (YONHAP)--The government Tuesday announced 
its economic operation program for 1982, calling for a seven percent growth rate in 
real terms, holding price increases below 14 percent and curbing deficits in the 
balance of international payments at 4.4 billion U.S. dollars. Vice Premier-Economic 
Planning Minister Sin Pyong-hyon, announcing the program, said priority would be 
given to the vitalization of the market economy, amelioration of the country's 
balance of international payments position and modernization of industries.

NO LOWER INTEREST RATES--Prime Minister Nam Tok-u indicated yesterday that the govern- 
ment would not lower interest rates on bank loans or savings for the time being to 
revitalize the natiun's economy, now in serious recession.

WON-DOLLAR EXCHANGE RATE--Seoul, 10 Dec (YONHAP)—The won-doller exchange rate has 
surpassed the five-percent benchmark for this year. The Bank of Korea posted the 
basic official exchange rate at 693.40 won per dollar Wednesday, 33.50 won or 5.07 
percent higher than last year's exchange rate. As a result, Korean banks dealing 

in foreign currencies sold one dollar for 703.81 won and bought one dollar for 
6682.90 won. The telegraph selling price was 695.50 won per dollar against the tele- 
graph purchasing price of 690.80 won. The exchange rate rose by 3.50 won since the 
turn of this month, higher than the average monthly increase of one to two won during 
the January-November period.

EXPECTED GNP GROWTH IN 1982--Seoul, B Dec (YONHAP)--The Bank of Korea (BOK) Monday 
predicted that the country's Gross National Product would grow by six to seven per- 
cent next year, one percentage point lower than the original target, because the 
domestic business recession would continue through the first half of next year. The 
BOK, in a report on the outlook of the Korean economy next year, said that the coun- 
try’s international payments deficit would amount to some 5.3 billion U.S. dollars 
next year, up 200 million dollars from this year's and predicted a l4-percent hike 
in domestic wholesale prices. In the light of all this, the central benk recommended 
that the government seek a slow and steady recovery, rather than a drastic pickup 

of the overall economy. The BOK also urged the government to reduce financial de- 
fic'ts and to prevent excessive hikes of public utility rates, in order to revital- 
ize the Korean economy. It stressed that foreign exchange rates and interest “ates 
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should b= adjusted elastically, in accordance with business activities, but that the 
tight money situation should be sustained to prevent inflation.

PRICE INCREASE RATE IN 1982--Seoul, 9 Dec (YONHAP)-—-The government will keep next 
year's price increase rates from exceeding 10 to 14 percent for wholesale prices, and 
14 percent for retail prices, the Economic Planning Board (EPB) said Tuesday. To 
ensure this, the government will stabilize the money supply and expand supplies of 
food and other daily necessities, according to the EPB.

AUSTRALIA TO EXPAND COAL PROJECT--Seoul, 9 Dec (YONHAP)--Korea's Energy-Resources 
Ministry Tuesday authorized two local firms to increase their investments in the Dray- 
ton coal mining project being conducted in Australia's New South Wales State, accord- 
ing to ministry officials. The ministry's overseas resources development delibera- 
tion committee approved the request from the Hyundai Corp and the Daesung Mining 
Development Co to invest an additional 3.3 million Australian dollars each in the 

soft coal mining project. The two Korean firms have each invested 3.9 million 
Australian dollars in the project, under the contract with six foreign partners signed 
early October, in Sydney. Hyundai and Daesung, which hold 2.5 percent each of the 
project's total capital investment, requested the investment increase because of some 
changes in the project plans. The Drayton mine is reported to have some 500 million 
tons of soft coal, and the Korea Electric Co plans to import some.500,000 tons of

MONEY SUPPLY INCREASE FIGURES--Seoul, 14 Dec (YONHAP)--The Korean Government has 
decided to increase total money supply next year by 22 percent, two percentage points 
lower than originally projected in the country's Fifth Five-Year Economic and Social 
Development Plan, which starts next year. Government sources said Monday that the 
adjustment is necessary to keep money supply below the envisaged 23-percent nominal 
economic growth rate for next year and to hold commodity price hikes down to 10 per- 
cent. Accordingly, money supply will increase from this year's 3.1 trillion won 
(roughly 4.5 billion U.S. dollars) to 3.3 trillion won next year (one U.S. dollar

Worker's Monthly Income 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 28 Sep 81 p 5 


[Text] The average South Korean worker is 28.8 years old, has worked 3 years, 
and 8 months at his present job, works 25 days a month, and earns 150,747 won 
per sonth. 


According to the sajor labor and economic indicators analyzed by the Labor 
Department on September 25, there are 74,090 businesses which employ five or 
more workers, a total of 3,219,442 workers at the end of last year. Their 
average age is 28.8 years with 3.8 years of work experience, and their average 
length of service at one job is 2.8 years. In a month, they work an average of 
25.1 days or 231.4 hours with an average wage of 150,747 won. In addition to 
the monthly wage, the average of special wages [bonus etc.] amounts to 268,842 
won per year. 


The average male worker is 32.4 years old with 4.8 years of experience, works 
25 days (228.4 hours) a month and earns 192,589 won. In contrast, the average 
female worker works 25.1 days or 236.1 hours a sonth but earns such less than 
her male counterpart, 85,674 won. The average female worker is 23.3 years old 
and has 2.3 years of work experience, which is about half the male average. 


There are great differences in the working conditions of these workers according 
to their jobs, industries, education, and experiences. Technical professionals, 
administrative managers, and office workers work relatively short hours, 206, 
208, and 210 hours, respectively. On the other hand, salespersons, service 
workers, production workers in agricultural, Livestock, and forestry industries 
and simple laborers work for longer hours, 224 to 240 hours, but earn (including 
opecial wages) much less, with large differences according to the job. 


The average monthly wage of technical professionals is 321,500 won, 517,432 won 
for administrative managers, and 211,000 won for office workers. But, the 
average wage for salespersons is 116,000 won, 108,000 for service workers, and 
130,000 won for production workers and laborers. 


Regarding education, if we take the wage of 124,435 won for those who have 
finished middle school or less as the standard index of 100, then high-school 
graduates get 180,919 won or 145.4, and college graduates get over three times 





that, 413,317 won or 332.2. Om the other hand, workers in construction, finance, 
and social and personal services earn 240,000 to 280,000 won, but those in the 
sanufacturing industry earn only 145,000 won. 


As usual, workers in Seoul earn the most money, 205,000 won, followed by those 
in Kangvindo with 195,000 won, in Chélla-Namdo with 176,000 won, and in Chejudo 
with 174,000 won.

[Text] Chairman of Korean Airlines, Mr Cho Chung-hun, earned 11,469,800 won a day 


or 348,&70,000 won a month. 


His income last year was equivalent to the wages of 698 workers, each of whom 
earned 500,000 won per month. 


This is the incredible income of the person who earned the most money in Korea. 


The (combined income} tax he paid was slightly over one half of his income, 
2,160,370,000 won, equivaleut to the income tax paid by ove, 4000 workers, each 
of whom earned 500,000 won per month. 


The income of Chairman Cho last year was far less than that of the chairman of 
the Hydndae group, Chdng Chu-yong, in 1978 and 1979. 


Chairman Chong was ranked No 1 for earning 25,941,000,000 won in 1978 and 
15,699,000,000 won in 1979. far more than others. 


The top position changed not because Chairman Cho suddenly earned a lot, but 
because the income of Chairman Chong dropped drastically. 


The fact that Chairman Chong Chu-yong dropped to second place after having been 
the top money-maker for 3 years is big news from the combined tax returns filed 


last May. 


The Ch8ng family occupied four out of the five top positions in the tax returns 
of 1978 and 1979. This year, however, Chairman Chdng and his whole family 
earned less. Chairman Chong was the only one in the top five rankings; his 
fifth son, Mong-hdn, was 19th, his younger brother, Se-yong (president of 
Hydndae Automobile), was 18th, and the president of Kumgang, Ching Sang-yong, 
was 16th. 


However, the fact that five members of the family are among the top 20 demonstrates 


the financial strength of the Hydndae group. 


The main reason for the decrease in the income of HySndae's chief is the decline 
in construction jobs in the Middle East. 


The chairman of the Hanjin group, Cho Chung-hun, has risen rapidly by means of 
special procurements in Vietnam during the late sixties. His income was ranked 
highest in 1968 and 1970, second highest in 1979, and he demonstrated his 
financial strength again by being ranked first in 1980. 


This reflects his influence, derived from the enormous airline business that he 
monopolizes. 














The chairman of the Tonga group, Ch‘oe Ch'un-mun, and his son, the chairman of 
Tonga Construction, Ch'oe Wdn-sSk ranked third and fourth, respectively. 


This shows the steady expansion of the Tonga group, which grew through construc- 
tivun jobs. 


The Ch'oes were ranked 10th for the father and ninth for the son in 1979, but 
their rankings rose rapidly and the positions were reversed. 


Their income, however, is almost the same as in the year before. 


The president of Hanyang Construction, Kim Sén-hwan, who has jumped from 67th 
to fifth, is not well known. He may be a new financial wizard. 


Mr Yu Han-ydl, who is ranked eighth, is an unusual case. 
Last year he had bad luck to the extent that he had to turn over his business, 


Olympus Electronics, to scmeone else. His income was probably high because he 
was taxed on the incoze cre’ ‘ted to him in the process of closing his business. 





The chairman of Honam Refinary, Yun TOk-ju, who was ranked 30th in 1979 and 12th 
last year, is the wife of the late Chairman S83 Ching-kwi. Although the oil 
company is suffering from the recession this year, her income shows the power 
of the oil industry. 


Chairman Yi Pydng-ch'S1 of the Samsong group, which had earlier built a financial 
fortress, dropped to 20th from 16th in 1979, but his son, Yi Kén-hiii, who is the 
vice chairman, rose from 20th to llth. 


We note that the chairman of the Taeu group, Kim U-jung, and the chairman of 
the Kukje group, Yang Chong-mo, who were both within the top 20 in 1978 and 
1979, dropped below 20th, but this should be seen as a result of reduced 
dividends rather than that of shrinking businesses. 


Eight of the top ten are chairmen or presidents of construction companies. 


This proves that the Middle East construction market is a dollar box [lucrative 
business]. 


Mr Kang Sdk-jin (Tongmyong Lumber), whose dominance was in the early seventies, 
has completely dropped out. It is also difficult to find Mr Yi Sang-sun 
(Winp'ung Industries, fourth in 1970) and Mr Sa-ch'Sn (Korea Paper Mill, 
seventh in 1970) among the high-income earners. The financial stars [luck] 

must be shifting as time passes. It must be difficult both to start a [prosper- 
ous) business and to keep it going as well. 


Police Detectives’ Lives 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 26 Oct 81 p 3 


[Article by reporter Kim Ch'ung-kiin: "Detectives: The Faded Flowers of the 
Police in the Storm of the Stealing Scandal") 











[Text] It was the afternoon of the 18th [of October] when Detective Ha Yéng-ung 
of the Yongsan Police Station entered the criminal custody room of the Namdaesun 
Police Station to wait for a detention warrant after he was arrested and investi- 
gated by the Seoul City Police. Among the detectives who were busy with their 
assignments, mixed feelings prevailed momentarily, feelings of excitement, anger, 
betrayal, and sympathy. 


"It Finally Occurred." 


This was the moment when the detectives faced one of their colleagues who became 
a common “criminal” from a "detective," a betrayer who put 80,000 policemen to 
shame. 


"Isn't he a crazy man? After 13 years as a detective, how come he was unable 
to detect a poison and stole the savings passbook of a victim?" 


"Detective Ha is my classmate, and he is not the kind to do such things. He 
was swift and clever. He was one of the better known detectives in the Yongsan 
Police Station." 


"I cannot forgive his behavior at yesterday's news conference. Why didn't he 

say ‘I did it because I was hungry’? The water [milk] has been spilled already 
and 80,000 policemen already have been shamed. He should have exposed the [cold] 
reality that we are all in as well as himself. To be honest, when I heard the 
incident of Detective Ha, I felt that finally a case that was likely to happen 
broke out." 


At first, the detectives didn't know what to say when they faced the stark 
reality, an unthinkable event that should not have taken place. But, a moment 
later, they found many things to say. 


There were shameful events inthe past, such as receiving bribes regularly from 
pick-pockets, skimming gambling stakes, stealing smuggled gold nuggets, etc. 

As time passed by, working conditions for the police worsened, with no adjustments 
for the “reality.” 


The complaints blurted out in desparation by Detective Ha's former teammates et 
the Yongsan Police Station, Detectives Kim (42 years old) and Lee (37 years old), 
who always worked together with Ha in investigative teamwork, show more vividly 
the hidden side of Detective Ha's unacceptable incident. 


Last spring, when we were hiding in Namdaemun market to track down an organization 
of thieves breaking into empty houses, Detective Ha often left us to telephone 
someone. I became suspicious, and asked him if he had any problem at home 
during our lunch. Then, scratching his head, he told me "I must borrow some money, 
and I am looking for my high-school classmates." When he left home that morning, 
he knew his wife did not have any money although his son (age 9) was going to a 
school picnic the next day. I gave him my investigation allowance that I had 
kept hidden. 











Our Etiqu.tte Is Not to Ask About Personal "Life." 


"Ie is an unspoken rule among ourselves not to ask about each other's personal 
life, because we all know the sad situation, we cannot do much to help each 
other, and because we only make ourselves sadder. Once in a while when we drank 
together, Detective Ha used to get rough and drunk. Now I think it was all 
caused by the disharmony and complaints being a ‘detective’ and the head of a 
household at the same time." 


The storm raised by the incident of Detective Ha, which unfortunately happened 
just before the 36th anniversary of the national police, left an indelible record 
in the history of our police. We all hope that the police become more loyal 
“walking sticks [servants] of the people” by overcoming this painful scar. Let 
us listen to detectives, who are manning the front line catching criminals, 

about their reflections and new resolutions. Let us also think what our society 
should pay attention to among the realities the detectives face. 


"We apologize to the people for this unacceptable incident. Because of this 
unfortunate incident of Detective Ha, difficulties and problems of the detectives 
for violent crimes have become known to the public. We are now discussing how 
to make our salaries and investigation allowances more realistic. Our wages 

are not that far behind those of other civil servants, but the investigation 
allowances must be made more realistic.” (Opinion of Patrolman Ching Tu-bong, 
age 41, a detective at the T'aenung Police Sration.) 


"I have never had this much doubt about my own job. I am ashamed that we caused 
so much trouble to our society. Honestly, I feel uneasy about investigating 
even a larceny suspect. I will try hard to regain the peoples’ trust by working 
with a better attitude.” (Opinion of Patrolman Yi, age 42, a detective at the 
T'aenung Police Station.) 


"Detective Ha stole the savings passbook of the Buddist nun Yun and became an 





embezzler but I have also misused public funds many times. I have seven dependents 


in my household, and I can barely maintain a minimal living standard only if I 
used all my salary as well as my investigation allowances which amount to 25,000 


won every 10 days. Although I am supposed to use the allowances to catch criminals, 


I must also live. If I have to go on a business trip, I cannot handle my house- 
hold needs and I must go into debt. Thisisthe real life of a detective." 
(Opinion of Patrolman Yi, age 40, a detective at the Map'o Police Station.) 


"I worked for 22 years as a detective, but it is becoming very difficult to 
follow cunning crimes such as fraud and violent crime because they are well 
planned and evidence is almost completely destroyed. We must use scientific 
equipment for investigation and improve our manpower as soon as possible. Only 
in this way can we improve on the bad habit of ‘treating the suspects impolitely 
and oppressively'." (Opinion of Sergeant Chi, age 53, a detective at the 
Ch'Sngnyangni Police Station.) 


What is the opinion of police leaders who command and supervise these detectives? 
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"We have no excuse for the Detective Ha incident because he gave up his job as 

a law officer and became a criminal himself. We must change and improve so that 
we are not criticized for being rude and arrogant. But you must also understand 
the fact that we cannot carry out our work by very politely asking the criminals 
if ‘they could have possibly taken any money’'." (Opinion of Colonel Kil Pydng-kuk, 
Chief Detective of the Tongdaemun Police Station.) 


Training of Detectives Is a Problem Too. 


"There is a big problem inthe present system of training detectives. We cannot 
carry out our special tasks by just picking up smart police officere from police 
boxes and appointing them as detectives. Detectives should be systematically 
trained in a specialized educational unit and they should be given better job 
security. At least, each detective team should have a car to reach the scene 
of a crime in an emergency and track down suspects. In this way, we can carry 
out our ever-increasing tasks." (Opinion of Chief Investigator Sing Hak-jun of 
the Sddaemun Police Station.) 


The most urgent problem that all detectives and their leaders emphasized was 
that “remuneration by the government should not be based on the philosophy that 
"since when did you live on government wages along?'"

BROADCASTERS URGED TO DIVERSIFY CULTURE PROGRAMS

[Text] Broadcasters must be prepared to cover diverse culture-related activities, 
traditional and modern as well as international, and to contribute to enhancing the 
cultural standards of the pecple. 


This assertion was made by Prof Yo Sok-ki of Korea University at a seminar on "Cur- 
rent Situation and Future of Korean Broadcasting” held yesterday at the Sejong Cul- 
tural Center in Seoul sponsored by the Korean Broadcasting Systen. 


Prof Yo then said Korean broadcasting is still stepped in mannerisms in operating 

programs and lacks creativity. He further said broadcasting has also failed to pay 
due attention to proper sense of national identity in its programs and it has been 
intent on imitating programs of foreign countries, including the United States and 


Japan. 


Unnecessary and even harmful commercialism has existed in broadcasting and such 
trends run counter to the origianl purpose of the cooperative role among broad- 
casting stations and channels under the public broadcasting system, the professor 
mentioned. 


To throw away the factors making broadcasting stagnant, he also said, all persons 
concerned with broadcasting should do their best in communicating with each other to 
produce better programs and share responsibility for all programs. 


Other main speakers at the seminar were So Yong-hun, secretary general of the Korean 
National Red CRoss, and Yi Won-hong, president of the Korean Broadcasting Systen. 


So said broadcasting should be rooted In the general public and help promote Korean 
people's sense of democracy as well as bridging the gaps between old and young, the 
poor and the rich, and among those with different educational backgrounds. 


Departing from the trends of focusing attention on entertainment in programs, he 
also said, broadcasting should play a mre positive and significant role in estab- 
lishing a sound culture in the future. 


In particular, he said, it is urgent for Korean broadcasting to enhance the quality 
of shows and comedy programs which have been a target of criticisn.

KBS President Yi said that in general broadcasting's role has been concentrated on 
culture, reports and education with the entertaining role being somewhat ignored. 


However, he stressed as KBS president that not only the cultural, educational and 
reporting roles of broadcasting were important but the entertaining role contri- 
buted directly or indirectly to the nation's development.

POLL REVEALS CLASS IDENTITY, POLITICAL, SOCIAL ATTITUDES 
General Survey Results 
Seoul CHUNGANG ILBO in Korean 22 Sep 81 p 1 


[Text] Most Koreans live with middle-class consciousness. They xay not be 
satisfied with the present, but they are living with bright hopes for the 
future. 


According to a survey conducted by this paper in commemoration of the 16th 
anniversary of its inauguration, "A Survey on Life Consciousness," 48.3 percent 
of those polled regarded their standard of living as middle class; 7.7 percent 
as upper middle class; and 30.4 percent as lower middle class. Thus, those who 
regarded themselves as middle class in general occupied 86.4 percent of all of 
those who responded to the survey questionnaires. 


Meanwhile, those who regarded themselves as upper class occupied 0.7 percent 
and those who regarded themselves as lower class occupied only 12.9 percent. 


The fact that the percentage of those who regarded themselves as middle class 
was high means that the foundation of the society for stabilization and develop- 
ment is solid and sound. 


Such a middle class consciousness is backed up by the fact that those who cur- 
rently have savings accounts or regular-lay-aside savings accounts in the banks 
occupied 50.3 percent of the total number of those who responded to the survey 
questionnaires. 


Thus, in general, those who have middle class consciousness occupied a high per- 
centage. However, it is an alarming trend that during the past 5 years the number 
of those who have the consciousness of being upper, upper middle, or middle class 
continued to decrease, although the decrease rate was small, while the number of 
those who have the consciousness of being lower middle or lower class continued 

to increase, although the increase rate was small. 


This trend is commensurate with the following: comparing last year with this 
year, the number of those who, in their responses to survey questionnaires, said 
that annoying things had increased (28.5 percent) is a little larger than the 
number of those who said that delightful things had increased (24.4 percent), 

















while the number of those who said that their living had become harder (29.5 per- 
cent) is a little larger than the number of those who said that their living had 
become better (26.5 percent). 


However, as for the perspective of the ROK in the 2lst century, most of these 
polled said they had great hopes (52.4 percent) or they expected a little better 
days ahead than today (42.1 percent). 


Regarding the prospective political changes in the coming 10 years, those who 
said that there would be some development in establishing the tradition of 
peaceful transfer of government power and in making democracy workable in this 
country (48.9 percent) were much larger in number than those who said that they 
could not tell for certain (37.2 percent) or those who said that there would be 
no improvement (11.5 percent). 





The medium-range perspective is, meanwhile, that those who viewed optimistically 
that they would be better off in 5 years (77.7 percent) were much larger in nuz- 
ber than those whe thought they would be worse off (4.2 percent). 


With respect to the current policies of the government, the percentage of those 
who took a negative attitude toward the establishment of an education tax was 
high. Regarding the policy of allowing free travel overseas, most of them re- 
garded it as acceptable; however, some of them were worried about harmful 
effects of the policy. 


Those who said that the education tax should be established immediately occu- 
pied 29 percent; those who said that the establishment of the education tax 
should be put off occupied 55.8 percent; and those who urged that an education 
tax not be established occupied 10.8 percent. The percentage of negative atti- 
tude toward the policy was high. 





Regarding the policy of allowing free travel overseas, those who accepted «iad 
actively supported it occupied 35.1 percent; those who said "it is acceptable 
but" expressed reservation by saying that “it may cause some bad effects" occu- 
pied 57 percent; and those who were opposed to the policy occupied 4.9 percent. 
The positive attitude toward the policy was high in its percentage. 


The enthusiasm for sending sons and daughters to colleges and universities 
tended to increase: for daughters, 73.4 percent (67.5 percent last year); for 
sons: 90 percent (89.3 percent last year). Regarding sending them overseas 

for study, a much higher percentage took a positive attitude (76.7 percent) than 
a negative attitude. 


Regarding the fields in which they wanted the government to exert greatest 
efforts, 84.2 percent of them wanted the stabilization of prices. In the 1979 
survey conducted immediately before the 26 October incident, it was 77.9 per- 
cent. The increase in this rate indicates the current pressure of high prices 
on the people. 


Other tasks to which the government should give concentrated attention were: 
social welfare, education, elimination of the differences between rich and poor, 
and unemployment measures. The people's concern over social welfare has increased 
greatly, perhaps because of the government's catch phrase of realization of a 
welfare society. 
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Because of the policy of withdrawing the U.S. forces from Korea taken by Carter, 
former president of the United States, and because of the Pak Tong-son incident, 
in the 1977 and 1978 surveys the Korean people's sentiment toward the United 
States was very bad. In the 1980 survey, it became a little better, and in the 
recent survey, 63.6 percent of those polled said it had improved and 4 percent 
said it had deteriorated. 


As for the people's sentiment toward Japan, in the 1980 survey it had deteriorated 
greatly in comparison with that in the survey of the previous year. But in the 
recent survey, 23.7 percent of those polled said it had improved and 23.1 percent 
said it had deteriorated. The sentiment that prevailed a year ago is still going 
on. 


Regarding big business enterprises in our country, 57.5 percent of those polled 
agreed with the proposition that the big business enterprises were doing good for 
their country, 16.5 percent did not agree with the proposition, and 24.5 perceat 
said that the big business enterprises were just so-so. Thus the number of ticee 
who agreed with the proposition was larger than that of those who said otherwise. 
As for women's penetration into the society, 46 percent of the housewives polled 
and 52.4 percent of the college students polled expressed positive hope for that. 
Regarding divorces, 50 percent of those polled said that a divorce might take 
place if there were sufficient grounds (it was 17.4 percent last year). 


Regarding the male-female relationship, especially regarding the premarital rela- 
tionship, the attitude of those polled was conservative in general. Only 7.4 
percent of those polled said there could be sexual intercourse if they were

[Text] Regarding the new administration's promises for democratization--the 
peaceful transfer of government power and making democracy workable--those of 
their thirtiesand forties responded affirmatively, while those in their fifties 
and sixties regarded the promises as unclear. Those who belonged to the middle 
class in terms of living standard regarded the development of democratization as 
a hopeful sign in their responses, and this indicates that the new administration 
is based on the support of the middle class. Those who had graduated from middle 
schools, high schools, or junior colleges responded affirmatively to the questions 
about political developments, while those who had graduated from colleges and 
universities took a skeptical view of political developments. 











Regarding the multiparty system, those polled generally tended to accept it: 
42.3 percent of those polled accepted the present 3-party system--Minjong, Min- 
han, and Kungmin Parties--and 53.1 percent, including 10.8 percent who preferred 
more than 3 parties, preferred the multiparty system. However, those who sup- 
ported the 2-party system occupied 34.8 percent, indicating that the preference 
for the 2-party system is still strong. On the other hand, only 10.8 percent 
of those polled preferred the more than three or the more the better systen, 
indicating that the limitless multiparty system is not preferre4 by the peop.e-. 
All these phenomena are almost same as the responses of the national assembly- 
men polled in the survey conducted by this paper last April: 3-party system: 
49 percent; 2-party system: 32 percent. 


Regarding the North-South Korean issue, the responses of those polled tended to 
accept the division as a reality. 


The majority of those polled regarded reunification as “impossible fores.r" 
(15.7 percent) or “entirely unpredictable” (62.5 percent). And this attitude 
was rather strong in the postwar generation of those in their thirties or under, 
whereas 86.9 percent of those in their twenties or under regarded reunification 
as something in the distant future which they could reach. Regarding the scheme 
for reunification, the responsus were “peacefu’ reunification through dialogue” 
(39.9 percent) and “reunification through attaining economic superiority” 

(36 percent)--thus the majority of those polled preferred peaceful means. 


The people's sentiment toward the United States improved greatly thanks to the 
efforts of President Reagan of the United States, comparod with the responses 
im the survey conducted last year. The sentiment toward Japan, which wa: ag- 
gravated last year, continued to stay that way, perhaps due to the current pend- 
ing problems between the two nations. 


And 15.3 percent of those polled--a rather low percentage--agreed to the idea 
that if Japan were to become militarily strong, it would be beneficial to the 
security of Korea. On the contrary, sany of those polled agreed with the propo- 
sitio.. that Japan's rearmament would be a dangerous thing (37.6 percent). Also, 
many responded that they would watch the military strength of Japan (37.5 per- 
cent). 


The prevailing tendency was that the people should stop waste and try to save. 
This may have been the result of the hard-won lessons gained through the unpre- 
cedented recession which hit them hard. 


Those polled who considered they were leading a comfortable life with their 
present income occupied 38.9 percent, whereas 36.7 percent of those polled 
thought their present income was not enough. Thus the living circumstances 
were still those of hardship, as they were last year. 


Rowever, the means of making up the deficit in family finances have become con- 
siderably more wholesome: 17.1 percent of those polled said their “family budget 
scale has been reduced,” while 11.4 percent said their “side jobs help make up 
the deficits”--these figures in last year's survey were 15.2 percent and 8.4 
percent respectively, so the increase is conspicuous. 
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Meamnvhile, those polled who “borrow money” to make up deficits occupied 9.1 
percent--in last year’s survey, it was 11.5 percent. 


Those polled who think their living is better off now compared with that of last 
year occupied 26.> percent; however, 34.1 percent of them said that the improve- 
ment was attributable to the reduction of waste. 


Regarding regional differences, in Kangwon Province, 50 percent of these polled 
said their present income was not enough, and that province is the region in 
which the people's living is the iardest amorg provinces. Worth Kyongsang Prov- 
ince is the vegion where the cerple’s living is the best, and 25.8 perceut of 
those polled iz that province said their present income was not enough. 


A strange finding was that none of those whose monthly income was 1 million wou 
or more said that they had a “comfortable” living. 





Among thove polled who thought their living had become harder than that of last 
year; sume distributed it to: the rise in prices (34.2 percent); increase in 
family spendings (23.4 percent); and failure in business (21.7 percent). Those 
who attributed it to the rise in prices occupied 30.1 percent of those polled 
in last year's survey, so the percentage increased this year. 


Regarding the economic growt: rate which t‘e govermment is currently expecting, 
those polled who thought that “the rate will be attained easily” occupied 37.6 
percent; those who said “I don't know” 43.9 percent; and those who said “we will 
be lucky if the economy does not go in the red” 17.3 percent. 


As for the reasons for the expectation of attaining the growth rate easily, 39.1 
percent of those polled cited the vitality ana will of the people as the reasons, 
while 40.3 percent cited the gradual improvement cf the international situation. 


Ansvering questions about two major factors being ccusidered in evaluating the 
ranking of business enterprises, 61.3 percent of those polled cited the enter- 
prise's output of good quality goods; 46.6 percent cited the degree of coopera- 
tion between the workers and the employer; ard 29.2 percent cited the amount of 
reinvestment of the business profits in social welfare projects. 


These indicate that the people think highly of the social role and ethice- 
orientedness of the business enterprises. 


Ansvering the question “Are the big business enterprises doing good for their 
country?,” 55.5 percent of those polled gave affirmative answers, while 16.5 


percent gave negative answers. 


One of the items that caused the greatest annoyance to housewives’ home finance 
recordkeeping was educational expenses. Educational expenses occupied 28.4 per- 
cent of the total home budget in last year's survey, and 30.4 percent this year. 
As oil prices rose, the worry about energy costs increased up to 6.5 percent 
this year from 4.6 percent last year. 
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Regarding the means of making a lump sum of money or accumulating wealth, 
regular or regular-ley-aside savings in the bank occupy 51.8 percent-—-this 
showed a gradual increase. Purchasing company bonds or short-term bills was 
also increasing little by little. 


Those who wanted to join in mutual financial associations occupied 18.9 per- 
cent of those polled; and those who wanted to buy real estate for investment 
occupied 13.1 percent. These figures indicated 4 gradual decrease in their 
numbers, but they still occupied high percentages. 


The problems with which Koreans were most concerned were: education of chil- 
dren (25.6 percent), housing problem (14.4 percent), and business or job 

(14.1 percent). To the aged, cares about health and prevention of disease 
occupied 22.1 percent. To college students, problems of intersexual relation- 
ship and marriage were the biggest. To high school graduates, business and job 
problems were the greatest concern. 


Regarding the intersexual relationship, despite the fact that premarital purity 
is highly respected, 25.5 percent of those polled said that if engaged, the 
fiance might have a + “ate talk with his fiancee; and 41.5 percent said that 
the fiance might walk arm in arm with his fiancee or hold her hand. 


Of those polled, 23.9 percent said that the fiance might "kiss or hug" his 
fiancee, whereas only 7.4 percent said that the fiance might have "sexual 
intercourse" with his fiancee. 


Those college students who said the fiance might "kiss or hug” his fiancee 
occupied 44.4 percent, while 23.8 percent said the fiance might have "sexual 
intercourse" with his fiancee. 


Of those who gradusts4 ficz colleges or higher schools, 40.8 percent said the 
fiance might kiss his fiancee, whereas 54 percent of those who did not go to 
school at all said that the fiance might only have a private talk with his 
fiancee. 


There are not many differences between males and females in their attitude to- 
ward the relationship between the fiance and fiancee. However, 10.8 percent of 
males polled gave affirmative answers regarding “sexual intercourse," whereas 
only 4.5 percent of females polled gave affirmative answers--this female per- 
centage was even lower than the percentage of the total of those polled--males 
and females--who gave affirmative answers. And all this coincided with the 
commonsense view that males are aggressive and females are defensive. 


As for those 30 years of age or older, 31 percent of them said that the fiance 
might walk arm in arm with his fiancee, while 53 percent said that the fiance 
might have a private talk with his fiancee and no more than that. 


Regarding job preferences, 24.5 percent of those p lled most preferred that of 


businessman, which might meet their desires for wealth and successes. It was 
the top preference among the 25 types of jobs cited in the questionnaires. 
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The next preferences were scholars (11.6 percent) and teachers (11.2 percent). 
Many of those polled preferred teaching, including college professors. 


The preference for being a medical doctor, which had been very popular until 
last year, dropped to llth place. 


Very few of those polled believed that their social life was influenced by luck, 
personal connections, or educatiun. 


Most said that effort and ability counted most. None of the college students 
believed that wealth, family prestige, personal connections, or luck would 
count in gaining success. 


Cf those polled, 46 percent of the housewives and 52.4 percent of the college 
students positively supported the idea that women should penetrate into the 
society. However, 35.3 percent of those 60 years of age or older believed that 
“women should stay home.” Among those in their twenties, 51 percent believed 
that women need not stay home; so the young people accepted the idea of both 
husband and wife working as a matter of course. 


Regarding the system of rewarding the person who reports a crime, 65.4 percent 
of those polled said that positive efforts must be made to prevent crime by 
e<ccusing criminals severely. 


However, on the contrary, 9.9 percent of those polled said that reporting other 
persons’ wrongdoings in secret was not worthy of recommendation. 


Regarding the measures that may be taken against unjustifiable harm done by others, 
28.4 percent of those polled said they would appeal to the public organization 
that had jurisdiction over the matter; 19.8 percent said they would appeal to the 
judicial organization; and 4.7 percent said they would appeal to the press 
organizations. A considerable number, 21.4 percent, said they would appeal to 

the influential acquaintances; and 18.8 percent said they would just keep it to 
themselves and try to put up with it. 


The fact that 21.4 percent would appeal to influential acquaintances or neigh- 
bors indicated the potential tendency of favoritism. 


In terms of sex and age, more men than women and more young men than older peo- 
ple said they would seek reasonable means of solving problems, such as appealing 
to the organization that had jurisdiction over the matter or judicial organizations. 


Regarding the policy of liberalizing overseas trips, overseas employment, emi- 
gration, and overseas study, those polled basically accepted this, but many 
were worried about certain bad effects of the policy. 


In terms of the classification of those polled who responded to the questions on 
this policy, those who classed themselves as above upper middle class tended to 
give affirmative answers, while those who classed themselves as below lower 
middle class were rather worried about the bad effects of the policy. 
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Key : 


(1) Matters of Greatest Concern (8) Peace among family members 

(2) Unit (9) Education of children 

(3) Housing (10) Promotion of wealth 

(4) Livelikood and family affairs (11) Marriage and intersexual relationship

However, regarding the planning of overseas trips, only 3.3 percent of those 
polled said they were going on a trip soon, 67.5 percent said they wanted to go 
but circumstances did not permit, and 24.1 percent said neither did they want to 
go nor did circumstances permit. 


As for the places they would like to go, 35.2 percent preferred the United 
States, Canada--North America--and 34.6 percent preferred Europe. 


Regarding the overseas study of the children of those polled, 76.7 percent said 
that they definitely zanted them to go--in the 1979 survey, the percentage was 
70.1. 


Regarding study overseas, the younger the person polled, the more positive the 
response. Of those polled in their fifties, 63.6 percent wanted to go--and 
this rate is not decreasing. 


However, regarding emigration abroad, 57.5 percent did not want to emigrate 
overseas; 2.2 percent said they were planning to emigrate by all means; and 
36.7 percent said they would emigrate if the opportunity arose. Those who did 
not want to emigrate were conspicuously larger in number than those who wanted 
to do so. 
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This trend may be attributable to the prevailing notion that even if you emigrate 
overseas, you should be “deeply rooted" in your fatherland. 


Regarding the means of getting information about what is going on in the world, 
48.9 percent of those polled said “primarily through television” and 36.2 per- 
cent through “newspapers.” In last year's survey, the percentage of television 
was 50.3, which decreased this year due to the consolidation move among the press 
organizations. The percentage of newspapers as the means of getting information 
was 28.6 percent in last year's survey, and this rate increased this year. 


As for the overall credibility of these means of getting information, 40.4 per- 
cent said that television was highest in credibility and 37.7 percent said 

that the newspapers were the highest. However, opinions about the credibility 
varied according to differences in occupation, age, sex, and education. Men 
placed more credibility in newspapers (43.6 percent) than in television (36.7 
percent). Women placed more credibility in television (45.9 percent) than in 
newspapers (34.7 percent). Those in their twenties and thirties placed more 
credibility in newspapers, while those in their forties and older in age tended 
to place more credibility in television. 


Those engaged in rendering service, unskilled labor, farmers, and housewives 
placed more credibility in television, whereas those engaged in office work, 
skilled labor, commerce and industry, government work, self-employed, and in 
college placed more credibility in newspapers. 


In particular, those engaged in service rendering jobs placed overwhelmingly 
more credibility in television (television, 63.2 percent; newspapers, 15.8 
percent). In the case of those engaged in government work, 52.9 percent placed 
more credibility in newspapers and 29.4 percent in television. It seems that 
such a trend as this may be attributable to the differences among those polled 
in the frequency of their contacts with the press of various kinds. Those who 
graduated from high schools or higher schools placed more credibility in news- 
papers. Those who were not married placed more credibility in newspapers than 
those who were married. These are rather interesting phenomena. 


A fact of particular interest was that 11.3 percent of those polled tended to 
believe what they were told verbally through conversation or gossip, and a 
smaller percentage tended to trust radio broadcasts or magazines. 


In particular, in the case of those who are self-employed, 30.8 percent placed 
as much credibility in dialogue with others as in television. And in the case 
of college students, 36.2 percent placed as much credibility in hearsay as in 
newspapers. 


Newspaper subscribers, the survey indicates, would rather expect the press to 
report facts objectively (63.4 percent) than to provide educational information 
(17 percent) or to provide criticism or enlightenment (9.8 percent). 


Regarding the college graduation quota system that was implemented this year 

for the first time, 41.1 percent of those polled said that it was a good system 
to encourage students to study harder--a pretty good percentage of support for 
the system. However, 40.8 percent said that all those students who are success- 
ful in achieving a certain designated academic standard should be allowed to 
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graduate; and 5.7 percent said that 3 dropouts out of 13 students is excessive-- 
voices recommending a partial replenishment. Meanwhile, those polled who advo- 
cated the limiting of the number of students to be admitted—-the system that 
existed before--occupied only 9.3 percent--a percentage that may be ignored. 





Regarding the plan for lowering the primary school age--one of the educational 
reform plans mapped out by the Ministry of Education recently--46.8 percent of 
those polled gave affirmative answers and 50.7 percent negative answers-——the 
pros and cons were almost equal. However, regarding the plan for changing the 
primary school years from 6 to 5, the cons that occupied 56.4 percent of those 
polled were far greater than the pros that occupied 41.1 percent. 


Regarding the admission by a draw system in the entrance examinations of high 
schools--a system that has been in effect for 8 years now-—only 32.3 percent of 
those polled said it was acceptable, while 56.5 percent hoped that the competi- 
tive entrance examination system would be revived, and 8.9 percent said the 
competitive entrance examinations should be given at least at the private high 
schools, if not at all high schools. 


Regarding the ban on extracurricular class lessons--which was imposed by the 

National Security Measures Committee in July last year--50.3 percent of those 
polled welcomed the measure and hoped that it would continue to be enforced, 

while some voices advocating a partial easing of the ban were also heard. 


As for the proposed easing of the ban, 29.1 percent of those polled said the 
ban should be eased on extracurricular class lessons in artistic and physical 
skills, while 14.1 percent said the ban must be eased on all extracurricular 
class lessons. 


The percentage of those polled who supported the ban on extracurricular class 
lessons were high among the low income class and those parents whose age bracket 
was in the forties. 


The percentage of those polled who advocated the total abolition of the ban was 
only 4.1 percent, while 8.1 percent of college students, for whom it became harder 
to get part-time jobs, advocated the total abolition of the ban. 


The enthusiasm for the education of children has been continuously intensified 
with each passing year. The percentage of those polled who wanted to send their 
daughters up to the college level was 73.4 percent--last year it was 67.5 per- 
cent. In the case of sons, it was 90 percent this year, whereas it was 89.3 
percent last year. Furthermore, the percentage of those who would send their 
sons up to the graduate school level or overseas schools was 46.6 percent--it 
was 42.6 percent last year--and in the case of daughters, the percentage was 
21.2 percent this year, whereas it was 15.1 percent last year--a rapid increase. 


Regarding the enthusiasm for educating children up to higher school, mothers were 
more enthusiastic than fathers; those in their twenties and thirties were more 
enthusiastic than others; those of higher income brackets were more enthusiastic 
than others; in terms of occupation, those who were engaged in self-employment 
or office work or college courses were more enthusiastic than others; and those 
who were highly educated were more enthusiastic than others. 
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The idea of living separately from their children after becoming aged is prevail- 
ing more and more. 


In last year's survey, 34.7 percent of those polled said "they had rather live 
together with their children,” but it dropped to 28.9 percent this year. On 
the contrary, last year 39.7 percent of those polled said “they would rather 
live separately from their children,” but it soared to 42.5 percent this year. 


In the case of those of age 60 or older, 60 percent preferred living together 
with their children; 48.4 percent of the college students said they would live 
separately from the aged and 29 percent preferred living together with the aged. 
In the case of residents of the Seoul area, 55.4 percent--much higher than the 
average-—-preferred living separately. 


Regarding the reasons for a quarrel between husband and wife, most of them said 
it was the money issue (32.8 percent). However, in the case of those couples 
in their late thirties and in their forties, the husband's coming home late at 
night was the reason. 


Regarding the interrelationship between the husband-and-wife quarrel and their 
monthly income, an interesting phenomenon was seen around the level of 400,000 
won monthly income. In the case of the family with a monthly income of over 
400,000 won, the differences in "personal character" was the cause of quarrels, 
whereas in the case of the class of the monthly income of less than 400,000 won, 
"the money" issue was the cause. 


As for divorce, in last year's survey, 17.4 percent of those polled said “they 
might get divorced if there were sufficient grounds," but it increased to 50.1 


percent in the survey this year.

[Text] Methods of Investigation 


The survey was conducted among 1,232 men and women who were 18 years of age or 
older (as of 27 July 1981). The total number of effective model pollees shown 
in the final statistical com ilation was 1,084. 


Seventy-seven survey workers, selected from among housewives who were formeriy 
schoolteachers or from among current school teachers and who had previous exper- 
fence in social surveys, visited model survey homes during the period from 

30 July to 11 August. Answers to questionnaires were entered in survey forms 
either by the survey workers while interviewing those polled (65.8 percent) or 
else survey forms were distributed to those polled and collected afterward 
(34.2 percent). 


The sampling methods were: random sampling based on stratified proportional 
probability and systematic sampling. After stratifying the population of the 
whole country in terms of cities, towns, and villages, a total of 77 survey 
areas were selected in accordance with the population proportions. 
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Next tongs, ris, and dongs were selected at random. And then 16 survey models 
were selected from each unit of the population register of tongs and ris with 
equal intervals between the selection points. 


As for those who responded to the survey questionnaires, 48.1 percent were men 
and 51.9 percent were women. In terms of age, 2.4 percent were under 20 years 
of age, 29.1 percent were in their twenties, 25.9 percent were in their 

thirties, 24.7 percent were in their forties, 11.3 percent were in their fifties, 
and 6.5 percent were in their sixties. 


In terms of the level of education of those polled, 20.1 percent were graduates 
of junior colleges or higher, 30.6 percent were high school graduates, 21.9 per- 
cent were middle school graduates, 21.3 percent were primary school graduates, 

and 6 percent had no school education. In terms of their living standards, 8.4 
percent were upper class, 48.3 percent were middle class, and 43.3 percent were 





lower class.

ROK-BANGLADESH SIGN ANTI-DOUBLE TAXATION PACT

[Text] Seoul, 9 Dec (YONHAP)--South Korea began a three-day conference with Bangla- 
desh on a bilateral double taxation prevention agreement here Tuesday, as part of its 
efforts to conclude such agreements with as many countries as possible. 


The Korean Government, which has at present concluded anti-double taxation pacts 
with 12 countries, plans to conclude others with 18 more countries in the near future 
for the protection of Korean companies operating overseas. 


Director General So Yong-taek of the South Korean Finance Ministry's tax system 
bureau is leading the six-member delegation to the Korea-Bangladesh gathering, and 
assistent Finance Minister M. S. Chowdhury is leading the delegation from Bangladesh. 


According to sources at the meeting, delegates from the two nations are preparing 
a draft agreement and procedures for effecting the double taxation prevention accord 
which will start at the end of 1982 or early in 1983. 


The other countries with which Seoul is negotiating similar agreements are Finland, 
Malaysia, Sweden, New Zealand, Morocco, Norway, Australia, Sri Lanka, the Philip- 
pines, Egypt, India, Luxembourg, Indonesia, Italy, Chile, Peru and Nigeria. 


On the other hand, the 12 countries with which Seoul has already concluded such 
agreements are the United States, Japan, Thailand, West Germany, the United King- 
dom, Denmark, Belgium, Canada, France, Singapore, Switzerland and the Netherlands. 


Anti-double taxation agreements are designed to eliminate possible disputes stenm-

INCREASED DIVERSIFICATION HALLMARK OF EXPORT MARKET

[Text] Seoul, 12 Dec (YONHAP)—A diversification in Korea's export markets was 
evident this year, with increased shipments of Korean goods to the Middle East, 
Latin America and Africa, according to the Korean Trader's Association (KTA) 
Saturday. 


Exports to the United States, encouraged by the strengthened American currency, 
registered an increase of 21.6 percent over that of 1980, while exports to Japan and 
the European Common Market rated poorly. 


With the end of tie year only three weeks away, the KTA predicted that the country's 
exports for 198) would total 20.84 billion U.S. dollars, an increase of 19.1 percent 
over those of last year. 


Shipments to the Middle East amounted to 3.57 billion dollars, an increase of 40.2 per- 
cent over that of last year; those to Latin America reached 712 million dollars (an 
increase of 44.7 percent, those to Africa totaled 623 million dollars (26.4 per- 

cent) and those to Oceania stood at 346 million dollars (23.0) percent). 


Exports to America totaled 5.6 billion dollars, accounting for 26.9 percent of the 
total 20.84 billion dollars projected for this year. This represents a gain of 
0.6 percent over iast year's. 


Exports to Japan reached 3.14 billion dollars, accounting for 15.1 percent of the 
projected total, and reflecting a decrease of 2.3 percent over last year's, accord- 
ing to the estimate. 


Exports to the European community amounted to 2.79 billion dollars, accounting for 
13.4 percent of the projected total, and showing a decline of 1.6 percent. 


In contrast, exports to the Middle East accounted for 17.1 percent of the total 
exports, an increase of 2.6 percent over those of last year, those to Latin America 
3.4 percent (an increase of 0.6 percent), those to Africa 3.0 percent (an increase 
of 0.4 percent) and those to Oceania 1.7 percent (an increase of 0.1 percent).

PROSPECT OF EXPORT TO LATIN AMERICA ‘OPTIMISTIC’

[Text] Seoul, 16 Dec (YONHAP)--Korea's exports to Latin America this year will 
amount to about 800 million dollars worth at the year's end, up 65 percent over last 
year's, the Korea Trade Promotion Corp (KOTRA) predicted Tuesday. 


According to the KOTRA estimate, next year's exports to Latin America vill further 
increase to one billion dollars worth, a considerable rise when compared with 
490 million dollars, export total for 1979. 


The state-run trade promotion body urged local exporters to make further inroads 
into the region, indicating that last year's exports to Latin America constituted 
only four percent of the country's total exports. 


Latin American countries are estimated to import some 113 billion dollars worth 
of commodities per annual, according to KOTRA. 


Panama and Ecuador proved to be the largest market in the region for Korean goods 
this year, having imported more than one billion dollars worth. 


The KOTRA said that Venezuela and Chile are expected to import more than one-billion 
dollars worth of Korean products next year. It attributed their optimistic fore- 
cast to the bright export prospects of heavy industries, including shipbuilding, 

and electronic goods.

PESSIMISM EXPRESSED ABOUT 1952 EXPORTS--Salesmen forecast a pessimistic outlook for 
Kerea's exports next year. In a meeting held Friday at the Korean Traders Associa- 
tien, experienced employees engaging in trading firms said that the nation's exports 
were iikely to increase little next year in terms of both volume and amount. Accord- 
ing to « participant, Korea's export markets are being encroached on by other de- 
veloo‘ng countries as well as by advanced ones gradually, so the nation will not be 
able to ete a substantial export growth in 1982. Many industries manufacturing 
fertilizex:, textiles, stationery, and machinery are losing bases for exports due 
primarily to the weak price competitiveness, also suffering low profitability, 

the salesman noted. Exports are expected to move upward in the latter half of 

next year, helped by a recovery trend of the world economy, but growth will be 
Steady and slight. “Less developed countries including mainland China, Brazil and 
Pakistan will make inroads into our export markets with their “dumping sales" based 
on low labor costs,” most participants foresaw. They pointed out that the nation 
had been compelled to hand off low-price commodity exports for the less developed 
countries, though Korea has not achieved enough development to vie with advanced 
countries in export markets. In this regard, the salesmen urged tne government to 
decontrol the depreciation of the local currency so as to boost overseas trade. They 
also recommended that the authorities concerned help enterprises develop technical 
know-how to produce high-priced goods of superior quality.

FISHERMEN REGISTER NEW SUCCESSES IN DECEMBER

[Text] Pyongyang, 12 Dec (KCNA)--The Korean fishermen are now registering big 
successes in fishing operations. 


Our fishermen who are making a big haul from the first day of winter fishing 
caught 38,000 tons of fish on 9 December and chalked up a new high by netting 
over 40,000 tons on 10 December, 6,600 tons more than the daily record of last 


year. 


Korea entered winter fishing operations this year with full preparations--repairing 
and readjusting fishing tackle and boats and expanding the capacity of unloading 
equipment through an extensive mass movement. As a result, the fishermen hauled 
more than 10,000 tons on 18 November and over 30,000 tons on 30 November, over- 
fulfilling the November assignments 2.5 times. 


In the last one week, an average daily fish catch surpassed 32,000 tons. 


The fishermen of the fishery stations under the Pelagic Fishery Administration 
established a scientific fishing system and concentrically sent large-sized and 
modernly-equipped, multi-purpose fishing boats to the major fishing grounds to 
catch over 2 times as much fish as in the corresponding period of last year. 


The fishermen of the fishery stations under the South Hamgyong Provincial Fishery 
Administration also overshot the daily plans 50-70 percent by giving precedence 
to fish shoal detection and properly combining the trawling and the circular 


mooring net fishing. 


A new record was also registered by the fishermen under the Kangwon Provincial and 
North Hamgyong Provincial Fishery Administrations by hauling 1.7-2.2 times as 
much fish as in the same period of last year through vigorous mobile fishing 
operations. 


Meanwhile, refrigerator factories and processing factories have achieved big 
successes in fish processing and freezing by operating all the equipment at full 
capacity. 


The refrigerator factories of the fishery stations in South Hamgyong Province 
raised the fish freezing capacity 1.8 times as compared with the same period of 
last year.
